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Before There Is A Serious Accident 
One Way To Protect A Bike 


Chief: Fireworks Should 
Be Banned In Elk Grove 


Fourth 
of July fireworks 
displays 


should be banned in Elk Grove Village 
before there is a serious accident or 
someone is killed. Fire Chief Allen Hulett 
told the board of trustees Wednesday. 


He said there were several close calls 


during the fireworks show Tuesday at 
Lions Park and it was "sheer luck" that 
someone didn't get hurt. 


"We had half a ton of explosives lhat 


night, and when you team that with fire, 
someone will eventually get killed," he 
said. "I'm not afraid of danger, but that 
type of danger is needless." 


Hulett said during the show, a man 


who lived on the opposite side of Salt 
Creek from the fireworks stockpile shot 
sky rockets back at the crew shooting the 
big firework's display. He said the man 
was angry because debris from last 
year's fireworks display fell in his yard. 


"If thqse sky rockets had fallen 12 feet 


closer, they would have landed in the 
middle of the fireworks and everyone 


within 20 feet would have been hurt or 
killed," he said. Hulett said officials 
were considering charges against the 
man. 


HE ADDED THAT one fireworks de- 


vice at Tuesday's show went off pre- 
maturely. 


Hulett said during any fireworks dis- 


play there is danger of the fireworks ex- 
ploding in a crowd of spectators or a 
spark from one piece setting off the rest 
of the explosives. 


"You can't control fireworks once 


they're ignited," he said. "All it takes is 
a clumsy mistake or an accident and 
someone gets killed. 


"Fireworks aren't essential for a good 


Fourth of July celebration, and they 
needlessly jeopardize my firemen and 
the public, the fire chief said. "The po- 
tential and the energy for a disaster is 
always present with fireworks, and I 
don't want my men exposed unnecessar- 
ily to danger." 


Village Turstee Ed Kenna said he was 


still in favor of Fourth of July fireworks 
if the fireworks could be professionally 
and safely ignited. 


"IT'S NOT THE fireworks that's the 


problem; it's the man lighting them," 
Kenna said 


Hulett said he was doubtful that fire- 


works could be shot safely and said he 
would present a formal proposal to the 
board to ban fireworks in the village. 


General public use of fireworks is out- 


lawed, but the village trustees can issue 
a special permit for fireworks displays i 


In oilier Independence Day celebra- 


tions one man was killed and eight oth- 
ers injured at a fireworks display in 
Wauconda when a device exploded in a 
crowd of spectators. In Brookfield one 
man was seriously burned when sparks 
ignited a pile of fireworks. 


The future of fireworks displays also 


has come under scrutiny in other Chi- 
cago suburbs, including Evanston, Park 
Forest and neighboring Hoffman Estates

brary, Madden has begun purchasing 
volumes.

by the NSLS to start the collection and 


English Program Praised 


In a recent survey, representatives 


from 38 colleges and universities had 
nothing but praise for the two-year-old 
English curriculum being used in High 
School Dist. 214. 


Information about the English curricu- 


lum was sent to 44 schools asking them if 
the program would meet admission re- 
quirements. Of the 38 answering, all said 
the program was suitable, according to 
AI Snap, district coordinator for English. 


"I was very happy with the response," 


Snap said, "and I was"especially pleased 
because some of the schools sent back 
comments that were very favorable " 


In 1370. the district abandoned its old 


English curriculum and adopted a sys- 
tem which allows students to select one- 
semester courses in various areas to ful- 
fill their English requirement. Before 
that all students had been required to 
take English I. II. Ill, and IV. full-year 
courses at each grade level. 


"THIS IS PRETTY MUCH the new 


wave of English curriculum in high 
schools,'' Snap said. "We are still offer- 


ing the basics, but we are also offering 
students a chance to choose. I haven't 
heard students complain as much about 
English since we started it." 


Snap said the district decided to send a 


description of the program to a number 
of colleges because "colleges and univer- 
sities are usually pretty slow to change 
and sometimes they are slow to accept 
change. We wanted to make sure our stu- 
dents wouldn't lose credits.1' 


Comments on the program from the 


college officials ranged from "This rep- 
resents as comprehensive a high school 
English program as I have seen," from 
English department chairman at Drake 
University in Iowa, to "The program 
seems conventional, not experimental," 
from an official at the University of 
Hartford in Connecticut. 


The comment from Hartford especially 


intrigues Snap. "They are really telling 
us something. Although we may be 
ahead of many areas, we are behind the 
high schools in Connecticut," he said. 


must do so to make sure the library will 
receive the full grant. 


He explained that in addition to the 


usual $25,000 a year grant given in past 
years, the NSLS has, with state assis- 
tance, added a $20,000 grant that must be 
expended within six weeks 


After the initial $45,000 is received the 


library will receive $25,000 a year for

One portion already purchased for the 


business and economics section is an ex- 
tensive collection of volumes, pamphlets 
and clippings on railroad transportation.

lion, including federal grants of about $11 
million. 


Police Outline Precautions 
Bike Thefts Are Increasing

If you own a 10-speed bicycle, keep 


your eye on it, because a bike thief cer- 
tainly has his eye on it. Since April 1, 
over 30 bikes have been stolen in Elk 
Grove Village. All but one of the bikes 
reported stolen have been a 10-speed. 


Police Chief Harry Jenkins said bike 


thefts have increased in the village He 
said the thefts were "not for pleasure, 
but for profit." Police suspect a profes- 
sional gang of bicycle thieves is oper- 
ating in the area 


The 10-speeds are popular with thieves 


because there is such a demand for the 
bikes. A new 10-speed will retail for $100 
to $180 on the open market. A "hot" 10- 


speed will bring about half the retail 
price on the black market. Stealing just 
one bike a day will bring a bike thief a 
very good income. 


Detective John Landers of the cnminal 


investigation division, said bikes have 
even been taken from locked garages 
The similarity in the thefts make the po- 
lice .suspect that one gang is responsible 
for the robberies 


Police do have some leads and are in- 


vestigating 


LANDERS ASKED all bicycle owners 


to register their bikes with the police de- 
partment Without a registration number 
recorded it is almost impossible for the 
police to trace the ownership of a bike 


and return any recovered bikes 


To register a bike, the owner has to 


bring the bike to the police department 
and fill out a form Police will record the 
serial number and will issue a license 
number for the bike 


Landers asked for the public's coopera- 


tion to curb bicycle thefts. 


He asked anyone seeing anything sus- 


picious regarding a bicycle to call the 
police. All calls will be kept confidential. 


Landers cautioned people to call the 


police if they see a person loitering 
around a bicycle rack or cutting open the 
chain or lock securing a bicycle. If any- 
one sees a car traveling with a bicycle in 
the trunk, they should copy the license 
number of the car and report it to police.

Meat Prices Should Be 
Leveling: Adnimistration 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rising meat 


prices, which have been angering con- 
sumers and scaring politicians, should 
begin to stabilize within ''months and 
perhaps 
weeks," 
Treasury 
Secretary 


George P. Shultz has predicted. 


After a two-hour meeting with execu- 


tives of 15 major retail food 
chains, 


Shultz said the ample supply of cattle 
on the hoof should soon begin working its 
way to the butcher counter and forcing 
down current record high prices. 


President Nixon's action last week to 


allow more foreign beef into the United 
States will also help ease prices, Shultz 
said. "We're talking about months and 
perhaps weeks when we may see the ef- 
fects of this," he added. 


SHULTZ AND other members of the 


Cost of Living Council met with the gro- 
cers in the first of three sessions with 
food industry representatives ordered by 
Nixon to help seek a solution to the con- 
tinuing increase in the American family 
food budget. 


The meeting was short on answers, al- 


though Shultz told the grocers to im- 
prove the efficiency of their workers and 
pay more attention to a "good buys" list 
published by the Agriculture Department 
that stresses good grocery values. 


However, he stopped short of telling 


consumers to cut down on their beef and 
pork purchases and consider alternative, 
cheaper sources of protein 
such as 


poultry, fish and cheese. 


"THE AMERICAN housewife has got 


to make up her own mind . . . I wouldn't 
presume to tell her," Shultz said. 


Speaking for the grocers, 
Thomas 


McMaster, chairman of Allied Super- 
markets Inc., Detroit, -said the meat 
price crisis stems from the voracious ap- 
petite of Americans for beef and pork 
and the present inability of the system to 
meet that demand.

"Our dinner meetings are right at the 


college. It isn't a secret," added Mrs. 
Nicklas. "We have a right to talk."

Through the first Federal Aviation 


Agency (FAA) planning grant issued in 
the Chicago area, financing may come to 
Schaumburg for a feasibility study on a 
municipal airport here, 


Members of a village airport study 


committee are now nearly ready to se- 
lect an engineering consulting firm to 
perform this investigation and are soon 
expected to submit a grant application, 


The village has appropriated nearly 


$60.000 to pay for the study but expects 
to recapture funds through the FAA 
grant plus monies coming from the Illi- 
nois Department of Aeronautics (IDA). 


Federal funding would cover two-thirds 


of the study, state aid will pay for any 
a d d i t i o n a l one-sixth with remaining 
monies to come from the village. 


THE FEDERAL MONEY is available 


through the Airport and Airways Devel- 
opment Act of 1970 which provides about 
$15 million annually for planning and ex- 
pansion. 


Although it is still premature to esti- 


mate exact costs of the study, the village 
was forced to appropriate funds since it 
will be required to make payouts to the 
consultant. 


Federal money will be channeled back 


to the village by the IDA, however. 


The remaining one-sixth of the study's 


cost will be financed through a revenue 
bond program and will not produce tax- 
payer burden. 


If an expanded air facility is deemed 


feasible, the federal government may 
also provide at least fifty per cent of the 
cost for an expansion program. Pending 
legislation could further increase this 
federal portion. 


AGAIN. THE SUBSIDY is available 


through the 1970 legislation which estab- 
lished the trust fund consisting of taxes 
paid by aircraft owners on registration 
and gasoline. 


Estimated costs of increased Schaum- 


hurg Airport to a Meigs Field type of air 
operation range between $2 and $4 mil- 
lion. 


At this point, however, the entire plan 


awaits results of Hie feasibility study 
which, in itself, will determine whether 
outside funding can be used. 


If the study proves positive need for an 


expanded airport, the village plans to ac- 
quire at least the landing strip in order 
to qualify for federal funding. 


PORTIONS OF THE COST not covered 


by federal or state assistance would be 
underwritten by owners of the present 
airport site, unless, however the study 
should indicate a more appropriate loca- 
tion. 


"Although we certainly did not plan 


acting on this until completion of the El- 
gin-0'Hare Expressway in about five 
years, rising land prices may force us to 
move more rapidly," Mayor Robert 0. 
Atcher commented recently.

projects, the airport cannot, without suf- 
fering severe financial penalties, aban- 
don operations for a minimum of 20 
years. 


"You cannot afford to wait for further 


federal or state studies," an IDA repre- 
sentative recently told Schaumburg offi- 
cials. 


Representing IDA, Jim BillDilly, ex- 


plained that 'he believes investigations 
now in progress within the state will 
"find the definite need for reliever gener- 
al aviation airports. 


"YOU HAVE A UNIQUE industrial sit- 


uation here with low density manufac- 
turing which is ideal for aircraft trans- 
portation ... but purely from an eco- 
nomic standpoint, attracting and keeping 
your present industry makes an airport a 
necessity," BillDilly said. 


His sentiments were echoed by Bill 


Miller, a civil engineer who works with 
the FAA planning grant program. 


"It is certainly more reasonable than 


not that you proceed at least with the 
feasibility study. In fact you are years 
late and may be in for a lot of head- 
aches," Miller commented. 


However, limited opposition to the ex- 


pansion program continues on the part of 
several local residents concerned about 
environmental (both noise and air pollu- 
tion) aspects of an increased air oper- 
ation. 


ALTHOUGH HAVING representation 


at open meetings of the airport study 
committee, the Village of Hoffman Es- 
Hates has asked both the FAA and IDA to

LWV To Circulate Petitions 


The League of Women Voters (LWV) 


voted yesterday to circulate petitions to 
get the issue of dissolving Palatine 
Township government on the Nov. 7 gen- 
eral election ballot. 


Signatures of at least 1,700 registered 


voters in Palatine Township will be re- 
quired to get the referendum on the bal- 
lot. As of March, there were 27,077 regis- 
tered voters living in the township. 


LWV members decided to bypass the 


township board of auditors in requesting 
the referendum because there was little 
chance the board would approve such ac- 
tion, said Alice De Viney, LWV member. 
If the board had refused to okay the ref- 
erendum, LWV would then have turned 
to getting petitions. 


Moves to dissolve Palatine Township 


government got rolling after LWV re- 
leased a study of the government in 
June. 


FOLLOWING THE study, the LWV 


concluded that "an unnecessary dupli- 


cation of governmental structure" exis- 
ted at the township level, Mrs. De Viney 
said. 


Besides allowing a more efficient meth- 


od of government (at either the munici- 
pal or county level), dissolving the town- 
ship would probably result in lower taxes 
for incorporated area residents and a 
more evenly apportioned rate for unin- 
corporated residents, Mrs. De Viney 
said. 


A change in the Illinois Constitution al- 


lows individual townships to be dissolved 
or consolidated at the township level. 
Previously, such action had to occur at 
the county level. The LWV move is the 
first dissolution attempt in Illinois under 
the new rule. 


Financing the township's current ser-' 


vices if the government is dissolved was 
another 
consideration 
at 
yesterday's 


LWV meeting. The road and bridge fund 
could be assumed by the county, while 
the smaller general assistance 
fund 


would probably be absorbed by either 
separate municipalities or the county, 
Mrs. De Viney said. One other area, the 
town fund, has a 5127,400 budget for 1972, 
and nearly half of it goes to the Palatine 
Township Youth Committee, which oper- 
ates The Bridge. 


SINCE THE BRIDGE is not a govern- 


mental unit, it would have to seek money 
either from fund-raising drives or by 
holding its own referendum if the town- 
ship government is rejected. 


Ann Scollay and Mrs. De Viney are 


heading the petition drive. The LWV is 
aiming for a 2,000 signature total by late 
July or early August, with the final dead- 
line sometime in mid-August. 


Township Supvr. Howard I. Olsen said 


lie would oppose any effort to eliminate 
township government. "If anything, the 
township services should be expanded 
rather than retracted," Olsen said after 
the LWV began moving toward dis- 
solving that government.

States had a foreign travel deficit of $2 7 
billion for 1971, about $180 million less 
than in 1970 


Total expenditures by Americans on 


travel abroad in 1971 were about $6.7 bil- 
lion, but of this U.S. airlines and ships 
earned $11 billion, leaving $5.6 billion 
earned by foreign countries.

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The Doctor Says: 
Gallbladder Stones Cause Difficulties 


Dear Dr. Lamb — My wife spent sev- 


eral days in the hospital having multfple 
X ryas. After two X rays, they said they 
couldn't find her gallbladder, that it was 
clogged up with stones. I thought that the 
X ray would show bones, stones or solid 
materials. What is your opinion of this? 
Please advise if there is any medicine 
for gallstones. 


Dear Reader — It is fairly common for 


a "nonfunctioning gallbladder" not to 
show on X rays. The way a gallbladder 
X rays. After two X rays, they said they 
some pills which have a dye in them 
which will show up on the X ray. This 
dye material is absorbed by the blood- 
stream and filtered out by the liver, 
eventually being carried by the bile and 
stored in the gallbladder. Now if the 


gallbladder is diseased too badly, the bile 
the intestines and there won't be any 
tte intestines and there won't be any 
storage of bile in the gallbladder. When 
this occurs since no dye reaches the 
gallbladder it can't be seen on the X ray. 


If the reason the gallbladder is not 


functioning is because it has stones in it, 
sometimes these stones can be seen, but 
it depends on what kind of stones they 
are. If they are stones that contain min- 
erals in them like that found in bones, 
then they will be seen on the X ray. 
Some stones, however, are made of cho- 
lesterol and contain no minerals. These 
do not cause any shadows by X ray. 
These stones look like clear spots or 
holes in the gallbladder filled with the 
dye that is opaque to X rays. But if the 


gallbladder doesn't fill and it has trans- 
lucent stones in it, it will not show up on 
the X ray. 


There are really no good medicines 


that will dissolve stones in the gallblad- 
der. There are some recent studies on 
this problem that suggest that some 
stones may be dissolved but this needs 
'further study before general use. Most 
medicines given for gallbladder disease 
are for relief of symptoms. If there are a 
number of stones in the gallbladder, sur- 
gery is usually indicated.

It's OK - Wear It In Good Health 


Recent strengthening of Illinois 


ethics legislation for elected and 
appointed state officials has had 
the effect that many anticipated 
before it became effective 


It has resulted in no disclosure 


of income or sources of income oth- 
ei than places of regular employ- 
ment from the vast majority of of- 
ficials 


At the same time it has te&ulted 


in scattered resignations by some 
minor ofticials who feel that dis- 
closuies which would be required 
of them would constitute a hard- 
ship eithei on them or on their 
business associates. 


The requuements of the income 


disclosure law are broad, generally 
requiting onlv the identification of 
firms doing business with the gov- 
ernmental unit with w hich the offi- 
cial is associated and then only if 
the official earned more than $1.200 
from the fiim or had ownership 
equal to $5 000 or more 


We have favored this legislation 


in the past while recognizing that 


>' might discourage some citizens 
trom accepting the often thankless 
positions on school boards, plan- 
ring boards park boards and other 
bodies 


The law tesulted in the lesigna- 


tion of at least one school board 
president in the fsorthueat 
sub- 


urbs 


Clarke Robinson, partner in the 


law firm of Kuklanrt and Ellis, 
stepped down as president of River 
Trails District 26 because the law 
would have lequired identification 
of certain sources of his firm's in- 
come 


Such a detei ruination is easily 


understandable 
and it is i egret- 


table that a few officials whose 
piime interest is in public service 


might be denied that service out of 
consideration for their associates 


However, the very fact that only 


one official of the hundieds in the

cal officials 


No legislation 
of course, will 


stop an official willing to take a 
bribe from doing so 


Howevei, the meager results of 


the new legislation indicates that 
stricter requirements are needed 
to piovide an insight into the inter- 
ests and financial status of officials 
in key positions 


The glaung omission in the pie- 


sent law is that it lequires no dis- 
closuie

pendituie of campaign funds We 
believe continued piessuie on leg- 
islators is needed to achieve such a

Imagine what he would have had to 


say if the judge had granted the defense 
another delay after the case had already 
dragged out for 15 months 


But, of course, that case was altogeth- 


er different 


For the purposes of that case, and all 


others but for a single exception, Hanra- 
has was viewed by others as the head 
of the prosecution and apparently by

But Wednesday continuances apparent- 


ly no longer "cause widespread disgust

Word-A-Day 
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Drug Abuse At Plants: Study 


by JAMES 0. CLIFFORD 


• TIBURON, CALIF. (UPI) - Govern- 
ment scientists and engineers, working 
at a former Navy coaling station of pre- 
World War I vintage, are pioneering 
techniques they hope will enable man to 
harvest riches from the ocean floor with- 
out ecological damage. 


Those riches include such unglamorous 


commodities as sand and gravel which 
will provide the first big test for the 40 
workers at the Department of Commerce 
Marine Minerals Technology Center. 


Until about two years ago the center 


operated under the Department of Inter- 
ior and work mainly concerned the devel- 
opment of tools such as huge suction 
pipes to bring minerals from the ocean 
bottom. 


"WE STILL do that," said Leal W. 


Kimrey. chief of technical services for 
the center "But now our aim is to in- 
vestigate the marine environment before 
it is exploited " 


Offshore mining has been outlawed in 


all states, either by legislation or with- 
holding of licenses, because no one 
knows what the effect on the environ- 
ment might be, Kimrey said. 


This month, the center begins a four- 


year study of Massachusetts Bay, with 
an eye to developing guidelines for hard 
mineral mining offshore. 


Gordon W. Dean, a petroleum engineer 


who heads the center's Environmental 
Disturbance Prediction Team, says Bos- 
ton was picked in part because of a criti- 
cal situation in the area in the supply of 
sand and gravel used in concrete con- 
struction. 


"Right now the sand and gravel used 


in the Boston area has to be trucked in 
from New Hampshire," he said. 


DEAN SAID most of Jhe sand and 


gravel firms in the United States are lo- 
cated in largo metropolitan areas, close 
to the markets 


"Every time it has to be trucked in the 


price goes up with the distance," he !>aid. 


Dean said currently 50 million tons a 


year of sand and gravel are taken from 
bays and other Inland waterways. Still, 
he said, there are only guesses at this 
point on what the efftcts of offshore sand 
and gravel operations will be. 


The United Kingdom's offshore sand 


and gravel mining industry is the largest 
and most advanced in the world, with 
some 32 different companies operating 
more than 75 sand and gravel sea dred- 
gers in United Kingdom waters. 


Kimrey is convinced it soon will be 


possible for Americans to take such ma- 
terial as manganese nodules from the 
seas for use in industry. 


"There's definitely a future for off- 


shore mining activity," Kimrey said. 
"No question about that." 


More than one-third of 117 Chicago

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Get Ready To Watch Eclipse Monday 


by JOAN HANAUER 


NEW YORK (UPI)-A piece of the sun 


will be blacked out throughout the conti- 
nental United States Monday in a partial 
solar eclipse — but it will be more ex- 
citing for scientists than casual sun- 
watchers. 


The casual observers must practice 


safety precautions for viewing the ecl- 
ipse or run the very real risk of blind- 
ness, but for them there will be none of 
the dramatics of totality. 


The total eclipse will describe a 113- 


mil& wide arc from the Sakhalin Islands 
off northern Japan, the coast of Siberia, 
northern Alaska and across Canada and 
the Maritime provinces. 


All of the United States except Hawaii 


will be in the west-to-east path of a par- 
tial eclipse when the moon comes be- 
tween the sun and the earth. 


"A PARTIAL eclipse isn't very dra- 


matic," said Dr. Pranklyn Branley, 


Eclipse Begins 
Here At 2:15 p.m. 


The eclipse of the sun on July 10 


will be visible in Chicago beginning 
at 2:15 p.m. and will last until 4:45 
p.m. Maximum darkness will oc- 
cur at 3:28 p.m., when 63.4 per cent 
of the sun will be covered by the 
moon. 


The eclipse in Chicago will not 


affect the light or heat emission of 
the sun enough to be noticeable, 
according 
to the Adler 
Plan- 


etarium astronomers. 


The next visible eclipse will be in 


1979. 


el across the earth at an actual speed of 
2,100 miles an hour. But since the earth's 
rotation will be in the same direction, 
1,040 miles per hour, the shadow's appar- 
ent speed will be 1,060 miles per hour. 


Dr. Branley said that much of the sci- 


entific work this year would be a dress 
rehearsal for. next year's eclipse because 
this year's solar blackout would last only 
about two and a half minutes, while the 
1973 eclipse would be about seven min- 
utes. 


"It will be on June 30, 1973," he said, 


"and totality will be across the Sahara 
Desert in Africa. It will be a great one — 
except for the ground accommodations. 


"It's an interesting thing about ecl- 


ipses. There are all the preparations and 
astronomers gttting ready, waiting for a 
few precious moments. Then a cloud 
comes in or something goes wrong, a 
gremlin in the camera, and it's all for 
nothing. That's why a lot of research is 
done with rockets." 


FOR AMATEUR observes 
on the 


ground, weather allowing, eclipse watch- 
ing, should be done only indirectly — 
such as viewing the sun's reflection in a 
pool of water. A direct viewer can be 
made of two layers of metallic silver 
black and white, NOT color, photo- 
graphic film which has been exposed and 


developed. Do not view for prolonged pe- 
riods.

Robert Elwood Logan, chief photo- 


grapher for the American Museum of 
Natural history, has these tips for photo- 
graphers of the partial eclipse. 


Do not use the view finder and do not 


use a camera with a focal plane shutter 
without a reflect viewer. Use a tripod. 
Protect the camera lens with a photo 
neutral density filter N.D.5.0. 


In shooting, use Panatomic black-and- 


white film, 1400th second at f-6.3; or 
Plus X Pan, 1-lOOth second at Ml. For 
color use Kodachrome Daylight, l-100th 
second at f-63.

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chairman of the Hayden Planetarium in 
New York. "As a matter fact, unless you 
knew about it. you'd think it was just 
getting a little dark ~ a decrease in light 
from the sun. 


"i\'ow a total eclipse — that's really an 


awesome sight. There's a gradual dimin- 
ishing of light and increasing darkness. 
Just before totality there's a beautiful 
diamond ring effect. Then totality and — 
bango! — darkness. Not as dark as mid- 
night but pretty darn dark. The chickens 
go to roost, the birds are still, the tem- 
perature drops." 


The scientists, according to Dr. Bran- 


ley, will be looking for some special as- 
pects. 


"There's the planet Vulcan," he said. 


"French astronomers in the 18th century 
said they saw a planet between the Sun 
and Mercury, the planet closest to the 
Sun. Astronomers have been looking for 
it ever since. There was another report 
during the eclipse of March 7,1970. Some 
astronomers are going to be looking for 
it again, and they'll be photographing the 
area. It could be a comet — comets that 
close in are only visible during an ecl- 
ipse." 


SCIENTISTS ALSO will be checking on 


the shape of the sun's corona — the halo 
that will be visible as the moon blocks 
out the body of the sun. The corona gives 
clues as to the level and location of solar 
activity, according to Dr. Branley, and 
he added that they also will be "looking 
for the precise timing of the approach of 
the moon and covering of the sun to see 
if it checks with computations." 


"They also will be looking for spi- 


cules." he said. "The sun's surface is 
very active, boiling, seething. Explosions 
of hot gases, or spicules, are shot out 
into space and they can sometimes be 
seen during totality." 


The shadow cast by the moon will trav-

the same thing, but made in different 
counh tot 


Delft is one of the mo^t familiar of this 


type of «are, and it is what made Hol- 
land famous, along with the story of the 
little bo> tvho plugged the hole in the 
dike We think of it as always blue and 
v,lute but actually it has been made in 
almost every color 


The French faience uses yellow and 


gieen gl<ues a gieat deal, with Chinese 
or classical figures and flowers. The fa- 
mous Quimper ware is a type of faience 


Tin dazed earthenware (which all the 


above aie> was originally made in Spain 
and Italy, from whence it was, introduced 
to Holland The Italians named it Majo- 
lica mistakenly thinking it came from 
the isle of Majorca, instead of Spain, and 
that ha* become its generic name. 


Majolica is a distinctive type of ear- 


thenware which once seen will not be 
haid to recognize. Usually, it is made in 
bright polychrome colors with motifs 
from nature 
animals, flowers, berries, 


and fruits The true antique Italian majo- 
lica is rare, and we are more familiar 
with copies made in the United States, 
England and Germany in the 1800s, A 
company called Griffin, Smith & Hill Co. 
in Phoemxville. Pa , marked its pottery 
"Etruscan Majolica" or "G.S.H " in an 
entertwined monogram. This is the most 
desirable of American majolica. 


In the early days of its manufacture, 


majolica, like other wares, was, often giv- 


en as premiums by grocery btores, and 
many collections were thus assembled. 


Nowadays, collectors look for large 


platters made in the shape of a leaf, with 
brilliant fall colored decoration. Serving 
dishes made in the shape of a vegetable, 
such as cauliflower or a cabbage, look 
good enough to eat. A platter made to 
hold asparagus has stalks of asparagus 
in natural colors. A bread platter was 
made to look as if a white folded napkin 
were placed upon it. 


In the picture are shown a yellow bas- 


ket weave plate with natural colored 
blackberries, an aqua and white four cor- 
nered pitcher with bamboo design and 
birds, and a yellow and green six-sided 
pitcher with a red poppy motif. 


If you own a piece of Griffin, Smith 


and Hill majolica, which was well 
maiked on the bottom, you will find a 
letter-number 
combination 
which in- 


dicates the shape of the piece and the 
decoration style. This helps to indicate a 
genuine GSH piece even though the name 
or monogram may be missing. 


Majolica is a good answer for someone 


who is wondering "what shall I collect'" 
for it is available and not too expensive. 
I recently saw two small but well made 
plates for $5 each and nothing makes a 
prettier display on a soffit or plate rail 
than these highly colored potteries.

well as Eudora Welty about the deepest 
currents of her characters' lives.

Laurel Hand, a war widow who has 


never remarried, travels from Chicago 
to New Orleans to be with her father, 
Judge McKelva, while he undergoes an 
operation The judge dies and Laurel and 
his second wife bring him back to the 
family home in a small Mississippi town 
to bury him. 


The simple narrative is driven by the 


tension between Laurel, whose present is 
dominated by the past, and the judge's 
second wife, Fay, who — young, vulgar, 
self-centered — cries in response: "The 
past isn't a thing to me. I belong to the 
future, didn't you know that?" 


But it is more complicated than that. 


The past contains as much betrayal as it 
does love for Laurel and the future is not 
only Fay but the unknown first-graders 
who wave her goodbye on her way back 
to her life in Chicago.

The amazing thing with "Some Time 


In New York City" (Apple Svbb 3332) is 
its immediacy. In these 10 songs, John 
and Yoko Lennon have made concise 
statements on the same stories we have 
seen headlined in our daily papers over 
the last few months. 


In the face of their impending ex- 


pulsion from this country by immigration 
officials, some people may look at this 
album as an act of defiance. However, 
this would be wrong. The album is much 
more. It is their concern, their fears of 
this world in which we all live, a world 
in which love has been replaced by sex- 
ism and politics. 


Once again. John's genius is displayed. 


He has reached a height of artistic 
achievement not yet reached by the oth- 
er former Beatles, or even dreamed by 
Paul McCartney. 


VERY KARKLY HAVE protest songs 


been good music too. These songs excite. 
They are funky, hard rockin' and com- 
pletely encased in co-producer Phil Spec- 
tor's "total sound." 


The first song. "Woman Is the Nigger 


of the World," tackles the sexism prob- 
lem head on and as a result it has been 
banned from many radio stations. It is 
one of the jivingest songs I've heard in a 
long time. Specter's wall of sound is re- 
lentless, thrusting at the listener. 


Here John's voice sounds as good as it 


ever has. The backup by Elephants 
Memory (the group that appeared in the 
movie "Midnight Cowboy") fits John's 
needs perfectly, especially Stan Bron- 
stein's sax. 


Yoke's "Sisters. 0 Sisters" follows and 


it 
is a carry-through of the sexism 


theme. Again there are a heavy drum 
and driving bass. The beat is bouncy 
and, although 1 still do not consider her a 
singer. Yoko sounds somewhat appealing 
here. (This album does prove Yoko as a 
songwriter, however. > 


THE NEXT TWO cuts deal with prison 


life and death. "Attica State," another 
controversial single for the Lennons, tells 
of that unfortunate prison "incident" in 
New York state in which many prisoners 
and guards were killed. Here, John's gui- 
tar wails, as if in anguish. "Born in a 
Prison" is Yoko's second solo contribu- 
tion as a- writer. The chorus is good with 
John joining Yoko in a 
high-fragiie- 


sounding voice. Bronstein's sax is given 
a prominent role. 


"New York City." written by John, 


goes back to the true troubadour spirit. 
Like the wandering minstrels did cen- 
turies ago, John here is telling a story, 
very newsy, of their adventures so far in 
New York City. The song itself recalls 
"The Ballad of John and Yoko" and has 
a fun chorus. 


THE BLOODY STRUGGLE between 


Catholics and Protestants, Irish and Brit- 
ish is told in "Sunday Bloody Sunday and 
"The Luck of the Irish." In "Sunday," 
Yoko's wails evoke the grief of. a be- 
reaved wife or mother. "Luck" has a de- 
ceptively mellow tone for the strong mes- 
sage that's going down. 


Another Lennon-only song, "John Sin- 


clair," rates with the best he has ever 
written. Lennon's slide guitar work is 
beautiful. "Angela" starts as a simple 
ballad with John and Yoko doing a fine 
duo. Then the chorus is socked out. 


The final cut is Yoko's "We're All Wa- 


ter." It starts fast and funky and never 
slows down. Yoko gives vent to some of 
her famous sound effects. 


THIS ALBUM MAY turn a lot of 


people off because it attacks rather than 
accepts the present political structure of 
this country and the world. Musically, 
the album rivals "Plastic Ono Band" as 
John's best, and it is one of the best re- 
leased this year. 


An additional bonus is a live jam 


session with Harrison and others on one 
side and the Mothers of Invention on the 
flip side. It has some interesting mo- 
ments, but can easily be forgotten.

To be doubly sure, 
foods with an acid base — orange juice, 
for instance — should be'stored in glass, 
plastic or plain china containers.

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Keep Your Roses Fresh 


GARDEN COURT restores privacy to 
rooms at front of house, creates an 
attractive outlook.

Professor Paul R. Krone, who retired 


from Michigan State University after 35 
active years in the Department of Flori- 
culture, 
suggests 
that 
the following 


procedures be followed to get the great- 
est enjoyment from roses — either cut in 
your garden or received as gifts, or pur- 
chased from your florist. 


Roses are probably America's favorite 


flower, according to Prof. Krone, who is 
also executive secretary of the inter- 
national cut rose growers' association 
which includes commercial growers pro- 
ducing over 85 per cent of the cut roses 
produced in this country and Canada, 
and also has members in seven foreign 
countries. 


Follow these simple suggestions for ex- 


tra enjoyment and longer life for your 
roses. When you receive loose roses or 
cut them in your garden — 


1. Remove any leaves that might de- 


cay under water in the arrangement. 


2. With a sharp knife,'cut an inch off 


the end of each stem. 


3. When removing leaves or thorns, do 


not cut through the bark. Use a glove or 
cloth on your hands and simply pull it 
down over the stem. Do not scrape the 
bark. 


4. Place roses in a clean deep vase of 


warm water. If possible, leave them in a 


cool room or refrigerator to "condition" 
for 2 to 4 hours before arranging. 


5. Water to which a good "floral pre- 


servative" has been added is the best 
medium in which to arrange roses. Do 
not use it stronger than manufacturer's 
recommendations. 


6. If — for easy arranging — you do 


use a "florists' porous foam":' Saturate 
the foam thoroughly in advance in clean 
water containing a "floral preservative." 
Most "foams" should not be reused. 


Use a vase large enough to permit sub- 


merging the block of "foam." Be sure 
the stem ends are below the surface of 
the water. 


Add water daily to replace that which 


is used by the flowers. Do not move the 
rose stem after inserting. To do so may 
leave an air pocket at the base of the 
stem. 


Premature wilting is not a sign that 


the rose is old. It sometimes occurs if the 
bud has been cut before sufficiently ma- 
ture — or if a cut has been made through 
the bark, or the bark has been scraped. 
If this injured section is above the water 
level, the stem cannot lake up water. If 
this has happened, cut off the stem 
above the damaged place and insert the 
rose in deep warm water (about iOO de- 
grees F.). When the rose revives, place 
it is the arrangement.

Install A Lawn Sprinkler System

is needed. Modern, easy-to-use materials 
and equipment, a dash of knowhow. and 
a couple of weekends can start you on 
your way to effortless, twist-of-the wrist 
sprinkling. 


Here are the essentials: 
Begin planning your system with graph 


paper (ten grids to the inch is fine), a 
soft-lead pencil, a dime-store compass 
and a measuring tape. With these you 
can sketch a plan of your sprinkler sys- 
tem, one that should actually be a bird's- 
eye view of your property, drawn to a 
scale of about one inch to ten feet. It 
should show all construction and land- 
scape features that could affect the in- 
stnllation and operation of the sprinkler 
system. 


Some examples of what to show on 


your plan: property lines, fences, walls, 
initdoor lights, buried drainage and elec- 
trical lines, location of trees, plants and 
shrubs on your property, paved areas, 
and 
location of existing water-supply 


lines. 


You should also show areas of high and 


low ground, and direction of slope of 
your land, as these will affect the flow of 
water once it has been applied by your 
sprinkler-system-to-be. 
Wind 
direction 


and the location of any water-sensitive 
plants in your garden should also be 
shown. 


AFTER YOU have made your draw- 


ing, begin to plan the plumbing for your 
system. You may choose copper, galva- 
nized iron, or plastic piping and fittings, 
but in all cases three factors will be es- 
sential for success: good design: quality 
materials; careful installation. 


Pipe 
of 
polyvinyl 
chloride 
plastic 


(PVC> is certainly worth considering for 
your system. It has gained great popu- 
larity in recent years in gardening, and 
has many desirable properties: durabil- 
ity: ease of handling, cutting and assem- 
bly: low cost: and ease of repair. More- 
over, pipe can be joined together or to 
fittings (that is valves, elbows, adapters 
and couplings* by simple "solvent wel- 
ding" with a chemical, requiring no heat 
or elaborate equipment. 


PVC pipe is usually sold in 20-foot 


lengths, normally colored gray. Your 
system will probably Use li-inch and 
::4-inch diameter sizes. 


Sprinkler Valves. Angle vjlves 
are 


used for shrubbery heads installed above 
ground level. For lawn sprinkler heads 
installed at ground level, anti-siphon val- 
ves are recommended (and usually re- 
quired by local plumbing codes.) 


Angle 
valves are 
installed 
under- 


ground, while anti-siphon valves 
are 


placed a half-foot or more above the 
ground. Typical valve sizes for garden 
use are ;!Vinch or one inch, matching the 
size of the main that will feed water to 
your system. 


Sprinkler Heads. While a wide variety 


of sprinkler heads are available, most 
residential lawns and gardens can best 
be served by matched, adjustable, pop- 
up lawn sprinkler heads, and shrubbery 
heads with full-circle, half-circle or quar- 
ter-circle spray patterns.

It's important to remember that each 


sprinkler head is designed to discharge a 
specific number of gallons per minute 
' GPM i over a given radius, and that 
each head requires a certain pressure 
(usually stated in pounds per 
square 


inch, abbreviated psi) in order to achieve 
maximum watertiirowing efficiency. In 
purchasing heads, remember that you 
can easily adjust a head so that it throws 
less than its maximum distance, but you 
can't make a head throw more than its 
maximum. 


GO SLOWLY AND thoroughly in plan- 


ning the plumbing. Check on plumbing 
codes and building permits. Find out 
from your local water company the size 
of your water meter, the water pressure, 
and expected daily and seasonal fluctua- 
tions in pressure. 


Then visit your hardware dealer and 


your garden supply center to get advice 
on how to match your requirements to 
the sort of fittings that are available 
commercially. 


Plan the plumbing system for your en- 


tiro property, even though your imme- 
diate objective may be just a system for 
the front yard only. Think now about 
running a sprinkler main to the back 
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yard, or at least putting in a fitting from 
which a branch of your system could lat- 
er be run to the back yard. If you do 
decide later to expand your system, this 
foresight will pay off. 


When you have decided on the plumb- 


ing that you will use, it's time to start 
laying out the actual system. 


Assume that you have decided to use 


pop-up sprinkler heads for open lawn 
areas, and that the heads that you've 
chosen have a maximum coverage of ten 
feet — that is at maximum flow they can 
throw water so that it completely wets a 
circular area whose radius is ten feet. 


Now set your compass to a 10 foot radi- 


us. (If you are using a scale of one inch 
equals ten feet, then the points of your 
compass will be one inch apart.) Lightly 
draw in quarter-circles wherever a 90- 
degree angle is shown within the area to 
be sprinkled. Next, draw in half-circles 
as needed adjacent to buildings, paved 
areas and property lines. Finally, fill in 
central lawn areas with full circles. 


IN THIS WAY, experiment with vari- 


ous full-circle and partial-circle com- 
inations and spacing patterns until cov- 
erage is complete, with no potential dry 
spots. You'll come up with the best de-

sign if you remember these points: (1) 
Overlap the outer one-third of each 
sprinkler's spray radius with that of the 
spray radius of -the adjacent sprinkler. 
(2) Cut back the radius of your circles to 
accommodate design and property lines, 
but never attempt to stretch the radius. 
(3) Design your system so that water is 
sprayed from the outside perimeter of 
your property inward toward the center. 


When you have completed your design, 


your diagram should look like the one at 
the left, in which solid black circles rep- 
resent heads spraying a full circle; half- 
black circles are heads that water only a 
semicircular area; and quarter-shaded 
circles are heads that water only a 30- 
degree sector. The broken line circles in- 
dicate the area sprayed by each head. 
The solid lines connecting spray heacjls 
are the feeder pipes carrying water to 
each head. 


Trees, according to a nursery industry 


trade group, have a greater influence on 
the beauty of your home grounds than 
any other category of plant. 


The Ornamental Growers Association 


of Northern Illinois has compiled a list of 
trees — large and small — which are 
hardy in the Chicago metropolitan area. 


The list appears in a new book publish- 


ed by the O.G.A. entitled A Planting 
Guide for Northern Illinois. There are 
some surprises in it, says the O.G.A., for 
people unfamiliar with plants and cli- 
mate here abouts. 


If you moved here from Michigan, In- 


diana, or Southern Illinois, for example, 
to say nothing of more distant points, 
you can forget many of your favorite ' 
trees, because they won't do well here. 
Examples, says the O.G.A., are Sweet- 
gum, Flowering Dogwood, Tulip Tree, 
Pepperridge, and Sycamore. 


In addition to hardiness, trees which 


function properly in the home grounds 
should offer shade in summer, protection 
from wind in winter and a much im- 
proved view of the property. 


Spring is the best time to plant hard- 


wood trees; however, many varieties of 
trees may also be planted in the fall.

ing, III. 60090, as well as leading book- 
stores.

IT MAY COME AS quite a shock to 


those of you who insist an evening at 
White Sox Park is even more dangerous 
than a political convention, but we didn't 
get attacked or robbed Tuesday, or even 
mildly harassed. 


The family spent July Fourth with the 


neighbors watching the White Sox play 
Baltimore, and the only tense part of the 
entire evening was the bumper-to-bump- 
er escape from the parking lot when two 
of Chicago's finest temporarily lost sight 
of their primary objective, to keep the 
traffic moving from all directions. 


Otherwise, it was just what I antici- 


pated, a thoroughly delightful evening at 
a ball park that has an unwarranted rep- 
utation, a reputation that's hard to 
shake, as one of the best spots in town to 
get mugged. 


White Sox Stadium is a sociologist's 


dream, or nightmare, because to the 
south ami cast is largely a black ghetto 
area and to the north is a predominantly 
withe area. The expansive home ball 
park stands between. 


It's pure nonsense that you risk your 


walle., or your life, by going there. It's 
safer than Wrigley Field according to 
statistics. It's an extremely clean ball 
park, well lighted outside and the facil- 
ities inside are excellent. 


It's invigorating to sit out there under 


the stars, even on a brisk evening like 
Tuesday, and watch a baseball game. 
The Cubs' P. K. Wrigley must not agree 
because he doesn't believe in lights, but 
then he never goes to games anyway and 
obviously doesn't feel anyone has to 
work during the day. 


White Sox Park received a bad press 


when attendance was lagging. The de- 
mographics of the area around the park 
were always cited as the reason, but if 
you give the fans an exciting club, they'll 
show up. 


The fans are coming back to White Sox 


Park. This club probably won't win its 
division (the loss of Bill Melton, a power 
hitter and strong defensive third base- 
man, at this stage of the season was a 
severe blow), but that still shouldn't de- 
tract from the obvious high-class enter- 
tainment the White Sox are capable of 
giving, win or lose. 


Although the Sox weren't loo exciting 


on offense Tuesday night with only three 
hits, they kept things tight throughout 
with some clutch pitching and the double 
play, and remarkable Richie (or Dick) 
Allen did send a screamer into the left 
field stands that ignited the Scoreboard. 


Allen has to be the most exciting ath- 


lete to hit this city since Gale Sayers and 
Dick Butkus arrived in one package, and 
he alone is becoming well worth the 
price of admission. 


When Allen hits a home run, one of 


those line-drive specialities like Tuesday 
night, it makes the whole evening seem 
worthwhile for the kids, even in defeat. 


He is a bonafide super star who hits 


the long ball and for average, who has 
excellent speed for a big man, and who 
plays a remarkable first base. 


Allen is a man who marches to his own 


wry drummer. He missed spring train- 
ing, as always. Manager Chuck Tanner 
has already said he doesn't want to sec 
him in Florida next spring crtlior. Dick 
rnrcly takes batting practice. He didn't 
take infield practice Tuesday night. 


So without any batting practice, and 


without facing a pitcher since Sunday, he 
strode to the plate for the first time and 
rocketed a Pat Dobson pitch into the left 
field stands. 


He sent another towering drive to the 


wall his next time up and received thun- 
derous, standing ovations for both shots. 


"Pat threw him a change-up that was 


o u t s i d e and had Allen completely 
fooled," said Baltimore catcher Johnny 
Dates. "He had gone through with his 
stride by the time the ball reached the 
plate so he just stood there flat-footed 
and rolled his wrists ove.r and poked it 
into the left field seats." 


That is super strength or, as broad- 


caster Harry Caray would say, "Holy 
cow, that guy is sooooo strong." 


"Allen is the strongest hitter I've ever 


seen," Baltimore's Dates said. "They're 
going to have to make a whole new 
league for him because he's going to hurt 
somebody in this one." 


This was the first time I had seen Al- 


len play in person as a member of the 
White Sox, but it certainly won't be the 
last. You can't truly appreciate on tele- 
vision the tremendous excitement that 
surges through the crowd when he walks 
to the plate. 


Everybody sits up and takes notice. 


The kids stop eating 'their hot dogs and 
peanuts. The adults move up a little on 
their seals, eyes riveted on No. 15 as he 
moves to the plate. Even the vendors 
slow down their selling, and that really 
tells you something. 


Is there another baseball player in Chi- 


cago who can thrill a crowd like Allen? 
Ernie Banks used to do it, but Ernie's 
coaching on first base now. Billy Wil- 
liams is a fine hitter, but he's not the 
kind of player who will send you rushing 
to your seat when he bats. Ron Santo? 
No, Santo can't fit into that category. 
Melton of the White Sox, a fine player 
and the American League home run 
king, still doesn't come through to the 
crowd quite like a Richie Allen. 


It's much the same excitement, antici- 


pation I always felt in the Chicago Sta- 
dium when Bobby Hull flashed down the 
ice with the puck. 


With Hull gone (and nobody will ever 


replace this magnificent star), Sayers 
and Butkus hobbling and Banks on the 
sidelines. Chicago, a city that loves its 
heroes and shows it with gusto, desper- 
ately needs a Richie Allen. He's definite- 
ly worth the price of a ticket. 


Don't get scared away by those reports 


that you may not survive a trip to White 
Sox Park.

Fans Not Aquiver Over 
Archery, Champion Learns 


NEW YORK (NEA) - Hugh J. Shaw, 


36, recently won the 1972 Bear American 
Indoor Archery Championship in Detroit, 
Mich., making him the top professional 
archer in the country. 


This was exciting news to his wife and 


to his friends in Wellman, Iowa. But it 
hardly caused a ripple anywhere else. 
Archery is an unsung sport and Shaw an 
unsung champion. 


"We just haven't had the television 


coverage or the mass media publicity of 
other sports," says Shaw, a member of 
the Ben Pearson Tournament Archery 
Advisor Staff. "Most people 
consider 


archery child's play, rather than an ex- 
citing sport demanding great physical 
skill. People would rather watch golfers 
chase a little white ball." 


Golf pros earn more than archery pros 


too. A top golfer who wins a few major 
tournaments 
can 
earn 
upwards 
of 


S100,000 in a year. An archery pro who 
managed to win all four of the major 
tournaments would rake in $4,000, barely 
enough to cover expenses. 


Yet Shaw, along with some 250 other 


archery pros, annually takes to the road 
to compete in tournaments around the 
country. Why? 


'•'Archery's one of the greatest individ- 


ual sports going," says Shaw. "You have, 
to stand out there on the line shoulder to 
shoulder with a hundred other archers 
and keep putting arrow after arrow in 
the center of the target. If you're a lead- 
er, people start gathering around. It real- 
ly puts on the pressure." 


America's top professional archer is a 


quiet, unpretentious industrial arts teach- 
er who comes from a rural farming com- 
munity in central Iowa, population 1,000. 


Shaw practices daily on a range in his 


backyard. His workout may include any- 
where from IVa to 4 hours of "ends," or 
arrows shot five at a time into a three- 
inch diameter target placed 20 yards 
away. 


"It depends on how I'm 
shooting," 


says Shaw. "When I'm not doing well, I 
may practice three to four hours at a 
time for several days in a row. 


Shaw originally took up archery eight 


years ago on a dare. 


"I was doing some trap shooting at our

local gun club and saw my neighbor, 
Stan Warner, in the field next door prac- 
ticing with his bow and arrow," .he said. 
"I walked over and heckled him a bit 
about playing at. a kid's sport. I'd never 
seen an adult shooting a bow and arrow 
before. 


. Warner, who later won the National 
Field Archery Championship for Ben 
Pearson in 1967, handed Shaw the bow. 


" 'You try it,' he told me," Shaw said. 


"I did, and I couldn't even hit the target 
consistently. In fact, I found it pretty 
tough to pull back the string on Stan's 
bow. It had a 42-pound draw weight. 


As in such other sports such as golf, 


skiing and tennis, manufacturers are be- 
ginning to help top competitors with ex- 
penses. Ben Pearson, for example, sup- 
plies Shaw with equipment and; matches 
tournament winnings. In return Shaw 
tests new equipment and gives demon- 
strations and clinics to interest young 
people in getting started in archery. 


Shaw says he hopes to continue shoot- 


ing well for several years. 


"Age really isn't a factor in archery," 


Shaw said. "It's maintaining your skill 
level and learning to handle the pressure 
of the big tournaments. Many of the top 
shooters are in their 40s. George Claus, a 
pro from Saginaw, Mich., is in his 60s 
and he can still win tournaments."

Johnny Bench, who knows Anderson has 
a deep personal and professional respect 
for him, but that doesn't keep Bench 
from asking Anderson pointed questions 
about certain rules he imposes. 


"All he wants to know is why," Ander- 


son says of his young superstar. "He 
doesn't beat around the corners. Like he 
wants to know why our players have to 
wear a tie and jacket on the plane and in 
the hotel lobby when they're in a group. • 
All I can do is give him my reason, 
which is that a group of players looks 
more professional that way. 


"Now. they have these new shirts with 


these real wide collars. To me the shirts 
look good, especially on these young 
kids. With these shirts, you don't wear a 
tie. That's fine when they come down to 
the lobby from their rooms. But now 
they're coming down as individuals, not 
as a group. That's different. 


"Like coming here to New York from 


Philadelphia. We came over on a bus 
and the players wanted to know whether 
they had to wear a tie on the bus. I told 
them no. It's just common sense, that's 
all. If people merely use it, there's never 
any trouble at all."

A longer, deeper book by Naglcr, 


whose style is easy and unpretentious, 
may have filled in the gaps. For now, 
though, we are left with the lingering im- 
age of a recuperating Louis who has in 
fact found for himself that, as he once 
said of an opponent, "You can run but 
you can't hide."

Put Off Until September 
Fate Of Proposed Indoor 
Swimming Pool Postponed 


The fate of a proposed indoor swim- 


ming pool in Hoffman Estates will not be 
decided until next month and more likely 
September, according to Hoffman Es- 
tates Park District. 


The pool issue was formally discussed 


at Wednesday's park board meeting for 
the first time since the referendum last 
month. 


The indoor pool, which would be built 


at the new Hoffman Estates High School, 
was coupled with a massive general park 


improvement program in a June 10 ref- 
erendum. The park development pro- 
gram gained voter approval, but the pool 
issue was defeated by 73 votes. 


Park district commissioners expressed 


mixed emotions over the timing of anoth- 
er referendum if the pool issue is resub- 
mitted. 


Citing close vote totals, 988 yes and 


1,061 no, commissioner Fred Weaver 
said, "the board is duty bound to bring 
the issue back as quickly as possible." 


Library Grant Will Build 
New Business Collection 


A $45.000 North Suburban Library Sys- 


tem grant will enable the Schaumburg 
Township Library to establish an exten- 
sive business and economics collection. 


Michael Madden, librarian, said estab- 


lishment of the special collection in 
Schaumburg library is part of the NSLS 
plan to strengthen special referpnce sec- 
tions in various member libraries. 


O t h e r large reference collections 


recently established in NSLS member li- 
braries are: an education collection at 
Arlington Heights Memorial Library; a 
biography section at the DCS Plaines Li- 
brary; an American literature and criti- 
cism collection at the Skokie Library and 
a Current Social Problems section at the 
Waukegan Library. 


Since the NSLS evaluation committee's 


recommendation and announcement to 
place the collection in Schaumburg li- 
brary. Madden has begun purchasing 
volumes. 


However, the NSLS board of trustees 


must formally approve the committee's 
recommendation July 24.

by the NSLS to start the collection and 
must do so to make sure the library will 
receive the full grant. 


He explained that in addition to the 


usual $25,000 a year grant given in past 
years, the NSLS has, with state assis- 
tance, added a $20,000 grant that must be 
expended within six weeks. 


After the initial $45,000 is received the 


library will receive $25,000 a year for 
maintenance of the collection, he added. 


One portion already purchased for the 


business and economics section is an ex- 
tensive collection of volumes, pamphlets 
and clippings on railroad transportation. 
Madden called the railroad collection 
"the most complete I have ever seen." 


The new reference section includes 


bond, stock, accounting and financial in- 
formation and will also have related sec- 
tions such as conservation, labor unions 
and other influences on economic and 
business conditions. 


"TIUS WOULD save in increased con- 


struction costs and we could approach 
the voters while the issue is fresh in their 
minds," Weaver said. 


Tom Barber, park board president, has 


mixed emotions about resubmitting the 
issue again. Barber said he would not 
resubmit the issue until he received a 
firm reaction from the community that 
they want the pool. 


Siding with Weaver, 
Commissioner 


George Seaver said he feels it is impor- 
tant to bring the pool question back soon. 


"We must go out to talk to more people 


before we resubmit the pool," Seaver 
said. 


Commissioner John Meyer felt a rapid 


resubmission of the question could turn 
more voters against the proposal. 


"We should wait until all of our ques- 


tions are answered before we go to the 
voters again," Meyer added. 


Lyle Johnson, chairman of the con- 


cerned citizen's committee which worked 
during the referendum also urged the 
board to resubmit the question.. 


JOHNSON'S committee conditioned the 


request, however, on the implementation 
of a series of recommendations he has 
also submitted to other local taxing bod- 
ies including the Palatine Park District 
and High School Dist. 211. 


Most of the recommendations call for . 


the park districts in Palatine, Hoffman 
Estates and Schaumburg to work closely 
with Dist. 211 in planning recreational 
programs. 


Johnson also stated some residents 


have suggeuted the pool facility be en- 
larged to accommodate possibly a weight 
room or handball courts. 


In other action the park board learned 


a timetable for park development will be 
presented at the board's first August 
meeting. 


The August meeting will also see a 


proposed ordinance which would allow 
boating on several park district lakes. 
The ordinance would allow non-powered 
boats only.

$20,000 Fire 
Hits Hilldale

An estimated $20,000 in damage was 


caused late Wednesday night by fire and 
vandalism at the Hilldale Village apart- 
ments in Hoffman Estates.

Weathersfield Area Residents Are 'Fed Up9

It took more than a year, but 58 fami- 


lies in Schaumburg's Weathersfield sub- 
division finally got fed up. 


And that frustration and dissatisfaction 


was reflected this week in a petition 
complaining of high weeds, an open 
drainage ditch and a smoldering peat 
bog on land between Edwin Aldrin 
School, 617 Boxwood Dr. and Salem 
Drive. 


INSTRUMENTAL in assembling the 


petition was Mrs. Albert Negri, 725 Dux- 
bury Ln. Mrs. Negri yesterday told the 
Herald the petition was expected to be 
submitted at last night's Schaumburg 
Township Elementary School Dist. 54 
board meeting. 


Mrs. Negri explained the petition says 


residents surrounding the property near 


Aldrin School object to the dangers and 
hazardous conditions. 


"The peat bog caught on fire several 


times last summer requiring the assis- 
tance of the fire department. 
During 


heavy rain, the drainage pipe over- 
flowed, flooding the whole area," the pe- 
tition states. 


"The school, park district, Campanelli 


Builders (developers of Weathersfield) 
will not accept responsibility for 'these 
condition's or cut down the high weeds 
which obstruct views of our children who 
are attracted to the dangerous nuisance. 


"WE WISH to have the situation cor- 


rected," the petition, concludes. 


At the time the neighbors originally in- 


formed the Herald of the problem, Mrs. 
Negri had not discovered who owned the 
property. 


Joseph Vise, superintendent of grounds 


and buildings for Dist. 54, explained the 
parcel of land mentioned by the neigh- 
bors does belong to the school district. 
. Viso said the tract was donated by 
Campanelli Builders and will eventually 
be deeded over to the Schaumburg Park 
District for development as a playground 
area. 


However, he conceded, at this time re- 


sponsibility for policing the area belongs 
to the school district. 


HE SAID he would have his men cut- 


ting weeds in the area immediately. He' 
said the reason the weeds were untended 
previously is that his men were confused 
about the school's property line and 
thought the lot belonged to someone else. 


The official said there is not much that 


can be done about the open drainage 


ditch short of constructing storm sewers. 
This is not the responsibility of Dist. 54, 
especially since the area eventually will 
be deeded over to the park district. 


The "open drainage culvert" performs 


a vital function. It drains most of the 
homes around Aldrin School into a larger 
pipe drainage culvert which eventually 
carries the storm water to the DuPage 
River. 


There also is not much that can be 


done about the smoldering peat bog ex- 
cept keep the weeds cut, Viso added. 
Most of the area is peat bog, he ex- 
plained. 


THE TIMETABLE for turning the 


tract over to the park district is still in- 
definite, said Paul Derda, director of the 
Schaumburg Park District. 


It is probable that when the area is 


deeded over the park district will install 


a ball diamond with backstop and as- 
sorted playground 
equipment, Derda 


added. 


Much of what will be done there, how- 


ever, depends on the condition of the 
area when it is deeded over, he said. 


Presently "we do not have funding for 


major development at Aldrin," he said. 


THE PARK district has occasionally 


undertaken solutions to severe drainage 
problems on its sites, Derda said. The 
method of solution, even to the point of 
installing storm sewers, depends on the 
seriousness of the problem, he added. 


Derda would not comment on whether 


the park district would rid the Weath- 
ersfield neighbors of their drainage 
ditch. 


That, he explained, would be impos- 


sible to determine until the park district 
owns the land.

Through the first Federal Aviation 


Agency (FAA) planning grant issued in 
the Chicago area, financing may come to 
Schaumburg for a feasibility study on a 
municipal airport here. 


Members of a village airport study 


committee are now nearly ready to se- 
lect an engineering consulting firm to 
perform this investigation and are soon 
expected to submit a grant application. 


The village has appropriated nearly 


$60,000 to pay for the study but expects 
to recapture funds through the FAA 


grant plus monies coming from the Illi- 
nois Department of Aeronautics (IDA), 


Federal funding would cover two-thirds 


of the study, state aid will pay for any 
a d d i t i o n a l one-sixth with remaining 
monies to come from the village. 


THE FEDERAL MONEY is available 


through the Airport and Airways Devel- 
opment Act of 1970 which provides about 
S15 million annually for planning and ex- 
pansion. 


Although it is still premature to esti- 


mate exact costs of the study, the village 
was forced to appropriate funds since it 
will be required to make payouts to the 
consultant. 


Federal money will be channeled back 


to the village by the IDA, however. 


The remaining one-sixth of the study's 


cost will be financed through a revenue 
bond program and will not produce tax- 
payer burden. 


If an expanded air facility is deemed 


feasible, the federal government may 


also provide at least fifty per cent of the 
cost for an expansion program. Pending 
legislation could further increase this 
federal portion. 


AGAIN, THE SUBSIDY is available 


through the 1970 legislation which estab- 
lished the trust fund consisting of taxes 
paid by aircraft owners on registration 
and gasoline. 


Estimated costs of increased Schaum- 


burg Airport to a Meigs Field type of air 
operation range between $2 and $4 mil- 
lion. 


At this point, however, the entire plan 


awaits results of the feasibility study 
which, in itself, will determine whether 
outside funding can be used. 


If the study proves positive need for an 


expanded airport, the village plans to ac- 
quire at least the landing strip in order 
to qualify for federal funding. 


PORTIONS OF THE COST not covered 


by federal or state assistance would be 
underwritten by owners of the present 


airport site, unless, however the study 
should indicate a more appropriate loca- 
tion. 


"Although we certainly did not plan 


acting on this until completion of the El- 
gin-0'Hare Expressway in about five 
years, rising land prices may force us to 
move more r.apidly," Mayor Robert 0. 
Atcher commented recently. 


The mayor has proposed a regional 


transportation center providing rail, both 
freight and commuter service, bus and 
other transportation systems, for a site 
in the south end of Schaumburg. 


The expanded airport would also be 


connected to the transit center. 


"I have never envisioned a huge air 


operation here in Schaumburg but never 
theless one which would accommodate 
the needs of our business and com- 
mercial community as well as those who 
fly for pleasure," he explained. 


IN THE WAKE OF a number of pri- 


vate airports being closed in the Chicago 
area, both FAA and IDA representatives 
h a v e encouraged 
the idea of in- 


vestigating possibilities of a municipal 
airport in Schaumburg. 


When federal monies are used in such 


projects, the airport, cannot, without suf- 
fering severe financial penalties, aban- 
don operations for a minimum of 20 
years. 


"You cannot afford to wait for further 


federal or state studies," an IDA repre- 
sentative recently told Schaumburg offi- 
cials. 


Representing IDA, Jim BillDilly, ex- 


plained that he believes investigations 
now in progress within the state will 
"find the definite need for reliever gener- 
al aviation airports. 


"YOU HAVE A UNIQUE industrial sit- 


uation here with low density manufac- 
turing which is ideal for aircraft trans- 
portation ... but purely from an eco- 


nomic standpoint, attracting and keeping 
your present industry makes an airport a 
necessity," BillDilly said. 


His sentiments were echoed by Bill 


Miller, a civil engineer who works wift 
the FAA planning grant program. 


"It is certainly more reasonable than 


not that you proceed at least with the 
feasibility study. In fact you are years 
late and may be in for a lot of head- 
aches," Miller commented. 


However, limited opposition to the ex- 


pansion program continues on the part of 
several local residents concerned about 
environmental (both noise and air pollu- 
tion) aspects of an increased air oper- 
ation. 


ALTHOUGH HAVING 
representation 


at open meetings of the airport study 
committee, the Village of Hoffman Es- 
tates has asked both the FAA and IDA to 
keep them abreast of Schaumburg ex- 
pansion plans.

Schaumburg will move into the new wing 
presently under construction. 


Madden said the new main office, an 


open-room concept, is divided into work 
task areas instead of private offices. 


The new library facility was expected 


to be in full use by July or early August 
but some delay in opening is expected. 


Madden said moving the offices to the 


new section will help alleviate cramped 
conditions in the older section. He ex- 
pects portions of the new wing will be 
available for public use in late August or 
September. 


He also was worried that The Bridge's 
programs "may be riding on the pros 
and cons of the township form of govern- 
ment." 


THE CONTROVERSY of dissolving 


Palatine 
Township 
government

sparked again yesterday when the Pala- 
tine Township League of Women Voters 
(LWV) voted to circulate petitions re- 
questing a referendum on the Nov. 7 gen- 
eral election ballot. They need at least 
1.700 signatures to get it on the ballot. 


The league's major argument is that 


many of the functions formerly handled 
by the township have been taken over by 
the municipalities or the county. Another 
governing body, such as the county, 
could perform the same duties more ef- 
ficiently and economically than the town- 
ship, LWV members agreed. 


If the township is dissolved, no one 


seems quite sure what would replace it. 
Without funds from Palatine Township, 
The Bridge would probably have to turn 
to area-wide fund raising drives.

Iranian Student Compares Countries 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Fifteen-year-old Simon Kamali thinks 


school in this country is easy, but he 
wishes all the classes were taught in 
Persian. Simon is an Iranian who has 
come to this country to finish his high 
school education and go to college. 


"When I was in Persia, I had 23 sub- 


jects in one week," Simon said. "Can 
you believe that? They give you just a 
little bit of everything." 


Schools in Iran are also more com- 


petitive, Simon explained. There are a 
limited number of colleges, so only the 
best students are encouraged to continue 
their educations. 
."I insisted that Simon come here," 
said Simon's sister, Mrs. Denny Haki- 


mian, "because here the school was bet- 
ter than back there." 


ALTHOUGH SIMON studied English 


for six years in his country, he finds that 
his study is only equivalent to one year 
of foreign language in this country. Now 
he is trying to catch up on his English so 
he can understand his classes at Wheel- 
ing High School and take part in extra- 
curricular activities. 


"I spend most of my time studying 


English," Simon said. "That's my big 
problem." 
» 


Simon thinks he would learn English 


more quickly if he were living with an 
American family, where he would have 
to speak English every day. Presently he 
is living with his sister and brother-in- 


law, who have been in this country for 11 
years. 


"We speak 
our own language at 


home," 
brother-in-law 
Ben Hakimian 


said. "If he was in another home, his 
progress would be much, much faster. I 
know because I went through the same 
thing myself." 


SIMON WOULD LIKE to live with an 


American 
family, especially if there 


were teenage children. He said it would 
make it easier to learn about American 
customs. 


Surprisingly, 
however, 
Simon 
said 


there were really few differences be- 
tween the cultures of the two countries. 
"Iran is a very Westernized country," 
Mrs. Hakimian translated for Simon. 


"But people over here don't realize it be- 
cause they don't hear much about it.'' 


For example, American movies and 


rock music are very popular in Iran, and 
Simon is a big fan of both. He does find 
American food much "simpler" than Ira- 
nian food. "There are more gourmet 
dishes over there," Mrs. Hakimian said. 


In his five months in this country, Sim- 


on hasn't done much traveling. He's seen 
Chicago and thought it was nice. But 
right now he's more interested in learn- 
ing about Americans from the inside out. 
Right now he's looking for a family. Any-

High School District English Program Praised 


In a recent survey, representatives 


from 38 colleges and universities had 
nothing but praise for the two-year-old 
English curriculum being used in High 
School Dist. 214. 


Information about the English curricu- 


lum was sent to 44 schools asking them if 
the program would meet admission re- 
quirements. Of the 38 answering, all said 
the program was suitable, according to 
Al Snap, district coordinator for English. 


"I was very happy with the response," 


Snap said, "and I was especially pleased 


because some of the schools sent back 
comments that were very favorable." 


In 1970, the district abandoned' its old 


English curriculum and adopted a sys- 
tem which allows students to select one- 
semester courses in various areas to ful- 
fill their English requirement. Before 
that all students had been required to 
take English I, II, III, and IV, full-year 
courses at each grade level. 


"THIS IS PRETTY MUCH the new 


wave of English curriculum 
in high 


schools," Snap said. "We are still offer- 


ing the basics, but we are also offering 
students a chance to choose. I haven't 
heard students complain as much about 
English since we started it." 


Snap said the district decided to send a 


description of the program to a number 
of colleges because "colleges and univer- 
sities are usually pretty slow to change 
and sometimes they are slow to accept 
change. We wanted to make sure our stu- 
dents wouldn't lose credits." 


Comments on the program from the 


college officials ranged from "This rep- 
resents as comprehensive a high school 
English program as I have seen," from 
English department chairman at Drake 
University in Iowa, to "The program 
seems conventional, not experimental," 
from an official at the University of 
Hartford in Connecticut. 


The comment from Hartford especially 


intrigues Snap. "They are really telling 
us something. 
Although we may be 


ahead of many areas, we are behind the 
high schools in Connecticut," he said.

taled $140,000. However, a limit set on 
the amount of anticipated tax income a 
school district can borrow left the deficit 
at near $100,000. 


Amendments may still be made in the 


budget before it is due for final adoption 
in September. 


The League of Women Voters (LWV) 


voted yesterday to circulate petitions to 
get the issue of dissolving Palatine 
Township government on the Nov. 7 gen- 
eral election ballot. 


Signatures of at least 1,700 registered 


voters in Palatine Township will be re- 
quired to get the referendum on the bal- 
lot. As of March, there were 27,077 regis- 
tered voters living in the township. 


LWV members decided to bypass the 


King ci . township board of auditors in requesting 


the referendum because there was little 
chance the board would approve such ac- 
tion, said Alice De Viney, LWV member. 
If the board had refused to okay the ref- 
erendum, LWV would then have turned 
to getting petitions. 


Moves to dissolve Palatine Township 


government got rolling after LWV re- 
leased a study of the government in 
June.

FOLLOWING THE study, the LWV 


concluded that "an unnecessary dupli- 
cation of governmental structure" exis- 
ted at the township level, Mrs. De Viney 
said. 


Besides allowing a more efficient meth- 


od of government (at either the munici- 
pal or county level), dissolving the town- 
ship would probably result in lower taxes 
for incorporated area residents and a 
more evenly apportioned rate for unin- 
corporated residents, Mrs. De Viney 
said. 


A change in the Illinois Constitution al- 


lows individual townships to be dissolved 
or consolidated at the township level. 
Previously, such action had to occur at 
the county level. The LWV move is the 
first dissolution attempt in Illinois under 
the new rule. 


Financing the township's current ser- 


vices if the government is dissolved was 
another 
consideration 
at 
yesterday's 


LWV meeting. The road and bridge fund 
could be assumed by the county, while 


the smaller 
general assistance fund 


would probably be absorbed by either 
separate municipalities or the county, 
Mrs. De Viney said. One other area, the 
town fund, has a $127,400 budget for 1972, 
and nearly half of it goes to the Palatine 
Township Youth Committee, which oper- 
ates The Bridge. 


SINCE THE BRIDGE is not a govern- 


mental unit, it would have to seek money 
either from fund-raising drives or by 
holding its own referendum if the town- 
ship government is rejected. 


Ann Scollay and Mrs. De Viney are 


heading the petition drive. The LWV is 
aiming for a 2,000 signature total by late 
July or early August, with the final dead- 
line sometime in mid-August. 


Township Supvr. Howard I. Olsen said 


he would oppose any effort to eliminate 
township government. "If anything, the 
township services should be expanded 
rather than retracted," Olsen said after 
the LWV began moving toward dis- 
solving that government.

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Firemen Plan 
To Build Station 
On Dundee Road

The Buffalo Grove Fire Department is 


planning on moving to a new station, but 
negotiations for property have not been 
completed. 


The proposed site, located across from 


the Kineswood Methodist Church on Dun- 
dee Road, is owned by the Archdiocese 
of Chicago. Until the Archdiocese and the 
Wheeling Township Fire District can 
make some concrete settlement on the 
price of the land, no positive steps can be 
taken toward building. 


Two reasons prompted the idea of 


building a new station that would serve 
the Cook County half of the village. 


First, the new station would be central- 


ly located within the Cook County area of 
the village. This is especially true he- 
cause of recent construction in the area 
south of Dundee Road. 


Secondly, fire officials feel they should 


have a station separate from the village 
hall, since trustees have talked about in- 
creasing the department's rent for using 
the basement area of that building. 


THE TRUSTEES talked about the in- 


crease during a board meeting last De- 
cember. The department currently pays 
ti nominal fee $1 per month for use of the 
basement garage area. 


It is believed the trustees wanted to 


increase that payment as a move to get 
the Buffalo Grove department to answer 
ambulance calls in the Lake County sec- 
tion of the village. 


At that time the Long Grove fire de- 


partment, which covers the Lake County 
section of the village, did not have an 
ambulance. Therefore, residents in the 
area felt the Buffalo Grove department 
should answer the emergency calls. 


However, the Long Grove department 


recently received the go ahead from resi- 
dents in its district to purchase an ambu- 
lance and has since begun offering the 
emergency service. 


The board was also unable to raise the 


rent at the time because sufficient notice 
was not given to the Buffalo Grove de- 
partment before its lease expired. 


But the discussion of rent increases 


was enough to start the department and 
the 
Wheeling Township Fire District 


looking for a site to build the new sta- 
tion. 


KIRE OFFICIALS had hoped construc- 


tion would already be under way and 
were aiming for the fall of 1973 as a 
moving date. However, because of recent 
delays the construction may not start un- 
til next spring. 


The new building is expected to have 


quarters for as many as 12 full-time 
men. It will have locker rooms, an alarm 
center, chief's office and general office 
area. 


It is planned to house a fire prevention 


bureau and to have almost twice as 
much floor space as the current station. 


The proposed building would also have 


a large basement that could be made 
into a hall for fire department fund-rais- 
ing events and training exercises. 


Fire officials also have plans to rent 


the hall for public use but have been 
unable to get a liquor permit from vil- 
lage officials. 


FIRE OFFICIALS feel that renting the 


hall will help offset the cost of the buil- 
ding, which is being paid for with the 
help of the fire district. The department 
will have to pay back whatever the dis- 
trict spends, through its 
fund-raising 


events. 


Aside from the building itself, the new 


station will have facilities for parking 
more than 125 cars and also will have a 
600-foot private driveway off Dundee 
Road. 


It is not known what the village will do 


with the extra space in the municipal 
building when the fire department moves 
out. The department's current one-year 
lease 
on the 
facilities 
expires next 


March.

ican family with which to live. 


Iranian Student Compares Countries

Fifteen-year-old Simon Kamali thinks 


school in this country is easy, but he 
wishes all the classes were taught in 
Persian. Simon is an Iranian who has 
come to this country to finish his high 
school education and go to college. 


"When I was in Persia, I had 23 sub- 


jects in one week," Simon said. "Can 
you believe that? They give you just a 
little bit of everything." 


Schools in Iran are also more com- 


petitive, Simon explained. There are a 
limited number of colleges, so only the 
best students are encouraged to continue 
their educations. 


"I insisted that Simon come here," 


said Simon's sister, Mrs. Denny Haki- 


mian, "because here the school was bet- 
ter than back there." 


ALTHOUGH SIMON studied English 


for six years in his country, he finds that 
his study is only equivalent to one'year 
of foreign language in this country. Now 
he is trying to catch up on his English so 
he can understand his classes at Wheel- 
ing High School and take part in extra- 
curricular activities. 


"I spend most of my time studying 


English," Simon said. "That's my big 
problem." 


Simon thinks he would learn English 


more quickly if he were living with an 
American family, where he would have 
to speak English every day. Presently he 
is living with his sister and brother-in- 


law, who have been in this country for 11 
years. 


"We speak our own language at 


home," 
brother-in-law Ben Hakimian 


said. "If he was in another home, his 
progress would be much, much faster. I 
know because I went through the same 
thing myself." 


SIMON WOULD LIKE to live with an 


American family, especially if there 
were teenage children. He said it would 
make it easier to learn about American 
customs. 


Surprisingly, 
however, 
Simon 
said 


there were really few differences be- 
tween the cultures of the two countries. 
"Iran is a very Westernized country," 
Mrs. Hakimian translated for Simon. 


"But people over here don't realize it be- 
cause they don't hear much about it." 


For example, American movies and 


rock music are very popular in Iran, and 
Simon is a big fan of both. He does find 
American food much "simpler" than Ira- 
nian food. "There are more gourmet 
dishes over there," Mrs. Hakimian said. 


In his five months in this country, Sim- 


on hasn't done much traveling. He's seen 
Chicago and thought it was nice. But 
right'now he's more interested in learn- 
ing about Americans from the inside out. 
Right now he's looking for a family. Any-

High School District English Program Praised 


In a recent survey, representatives 


from 38 colleges and universities had 
nothing but praise for the two-year-old 
English curriculum being used in High 
School Dist. 214. 


Information about the English curricu- 


lum was sent to 44 schools asking them if 
the program would meet admission re- 
quirements. Of the 38 answering, all said 
the program was suitable, according to 
Al Snap, district coordinator for English. 


"I was very happy with the response," 


Snap said, "and I was especially pleased 


because some of the schools sent back 
comments that were very favorable." 


In 1970, the district abandoned its old 


English curriculum and adopted a sys- 
tem which' allows students to select one- 
semester courses in various areas to ful- 
fill their English 
requirement. Before 


that all students had been required to 
take English I, II, III, and IV, full-year 
courses at each grade level. 


"THIS IS PRETTY MUCH the new 


wave of English curriculum in high 
schools," Snap said. "We are still offer- 


ing the basics, but we are also offering 
students a chance to choose. I haven't 
heard students complain as much about 
English since we started.it." 


Snap said the district decided to send a 


description of the program to a number 
of colleges because "colleges and univer- 
sities are usually pretty slow to change 
and sometimes they are slow to accept 
change.

Simon is an Iranian who has 
come to this country to finish his high 
school education and go to college. 


"When I was in Persia, I had 23 sub- 


"Can 
you believe that? They give you just a 
little bit of everything."

Industry Hazards Are Disappearing 


by JOHN MAES 


Mine Safety Appliances Co. started out 


in the World War I era making basic 
products for safety in mines when ca- 
naries in cages were still used to detect 
dangerous gases. 


Today, more than 50 years later. MSA 


markets more than 4,000 lines of safety 
equipment for industry besides mine 
safety products and operates more than 
100 branch offices around the world in- 
cluding Europe. Africa. Indian and the 
Far East. 


"Recent trends toward work safety 


have greatly increased our market," 
said Al Lundin, manager of Chicago area 
office which operates out of Elk Grove 
Village at 370 Bond St. 


"For instance, there isn't much of a 


mining industry1 around the Midwest so 
almost all the products we distribute 
from here are for industrial safety." 


Gary. Ind. steel mills use MSA-built 


work helmets able to withstand the im- 
pact of molten steel along with gas, and 
carbon monoxide indicators able to de- 
tect noxious gases down to one part per 
billion. 


FIRE DEPARTMENTS also have em- 


ployed use of MSA breathing aids such 
as oxygen masks and respirators along 
with firemen's helmets, fireproof suits, 
and first-aid kits. 


"Our 
company developed adhesive 


bandages long before Johnson and John- 
son (the firm that makes Band-Aids) 
did." Lundin claims. 


Factories also are utilizing the com- 


pany's products and have purchased 
huge quantities of protective clothing, 
headwear and gloves, Also included in 
MSA's inventories is a barrier cream 
which protects hands against acids and 
harmful chemicals, and ear plugs Which 
prevent hearing damage from excessive 
noise. 


"It was always an accepted truth," 


Lundin said, "that people who worked 
around punch-presses and other high 
noise areas would become deaf after a 
while. Earplugs have put a stop to that." 


Recent noise abatement legislation pro- 


tects workers from being exposed to 
noise levels exceeding 90 decibels for 
more than eight hours. 
^Also, many construction companies use 
IviSA hard hats made of polycarbonate 


plastic which can withstand the force of 
a blow from a two-pound hammer. These 
hats are also used by Texaco Oil Co. and 
Chicago & North Western Ry. 


THE MINING industry, however, has 


oy no means been forsaken by the com- 
pany's progress in other areas. 


During the recent mining disaster in 


Kellogg, 
Idaho, MSA representatives 


went immediately to the area to help 
coordinate shipping by plane of emergen- 
cy supplies such as breathing aids and 
rescue equipment. 


MSA also once developed a special har- 


ness to rescue a man trapped in a West 
Virginia mine. 


"It won't be long before we develop 


special escape vehicles to suit this pur- 
pose," Lundin said. 


In other areas of mine safety, gas de- 


tectors have replaced the canary in the 
cage. Miners are now equipped with gas 
masks and respirators to protect them 
from toxic mists and dust. Some breath- 
ing aids have alarm systems on them to 
warn the worker to leave a hazardous 
area and reach fresh air before his oxy- 
gen supply runs out. 


They also have developed a foam 


spreader that can extinguish a fire in a 
matter of seconds. 


Lundin said the Federal Occupational 


Safety and Health Act passed in 1969, 
which outlines safety procedures in- 
dustry must follow for their employes, 
has had a tremendous effect on MSA's 
market. 


"NOT 
ONLY DO we 
manufacture 


more now," he added, "but all our prod- 
ucts must meet certain quality stan- 
dards." 


The National Institute of Occupational 


Safety and Health (NIOSH), a federal 
agency, must approve all safety equip- 
ment before it can be used or sold. MSA 
submits samples of all their safety prod- 
ucts for NIOSH approval, Lundin said. 


As federal safety standards become 


even higher, mines and industry will be- 
come safer places to work. 


"Workers have been neglected for a 


long time," he said. "More legislation 
and better safety products are. making it 
easier for them, though." 


Occupational hazards may one day be- 


come a thing of the past and the motto of 
MSA may become common truth: " . . . 
that all men may work in safety."

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Scrapping Township To Hurt 'Bridge

Counselros at The Bridge are feeling a 


little insecure with the talk of dissolving 
Palatine Township government. 


The Bridge serving Arlington Heights, 


Barrington and Schaumburg and Pala- 
tine townships youth counseling ai)d re- 
ferral service, gets nearly 72 per cent of 
its $82,500 budget, from the township. 
Currently, the only other source of in- 
come is a grant from the Illinois Law 
Enforcement 
Commission for 
$23,500 


yearly. 


Don Rago,. executive director of the 


service, estimated that between 250 and 
350 direct personal contacts with teens 
are made each month. In addition, the 
"Switchboard" 
handles 
approximately 


500 calls per month, ranging from crisis 
calls to kids "just wanting to rap," Rago 
said. 


"My concern is that our youth pro- 


gram be as non-political as possible to 
serve the needs of all kids," Rago said. 
He also was worried that The Bridge's 
programs "may be riding on the pros 
and cons of the township form of govern- 
ment." 


THE 
CONTROVERSY of dissolving 


Palatine 
Township 
government 
was 


sparked -again yesterday when the Pala- 
tine Township League of Women Voters 
(LWV) voted to circulate petitions re- 
questing a referendum on the Nov. 7 gen- 
eral election ballot. They need at least 
1,700 signatures to get it on the ballot. 


The league's major argument is that 


many of the functions formerly handled 
by the township have been taken over by 
the municipalities or the county. Another 
governing body, such as the county, 
could perform the same duties more ef- 
ficiently and economically than the town- 
ship, LWV members agreed. 


If the township is dissolved, no one 


seems quite sure what would replace it. 
Without funds from Palatine Township, 
The Bridge would probably have to turn 
to area-wide fund raising drives. 


In operation since March, 1971, The 


Bridge, 434V-! E. Northwest Hwy., em- 
ploys one part-time and four full-time 
counselors. Rago became the director in 
February, filling the position that had 
been vacant for several months after the 
death of Emerson Thomas. 


MAINTAINING a free and flexible 


schedule is difficult for the counselors, 
Rago said. As a referral service, the 
Bridge keeps a network of resources 
teenagers can turn to for specific prob- 
lems, but it is easy for the counselors to 
try to handle the problems themselves. 


"We probably should refer more kids . 


. . Sometimes we want to pick up more, 
but you can end up bogged down in case- 
work and find yourself with less free- 


dom," Rago said. 


For kids who are 
"street-oriented," 


one worker is on the street for about 20 
hours each week. Besides raping, the 
counselor" tries to meet problems before 
they become crises," Rago said. 


SLIGHTLY MORE structured pro- 


grams are starting later this summer. A 
hired to develop group programs, train 
staff members and work with the com- 
munity. Although two of the full-time 
counselors have left The Bridge this 
year, only one of the vacancies will be 
filled. Funds for the other position will 
go to the group program and the new 
part-time counselor. 


The center has expanded into four ad- 


ditional rooms across the hall from the 
original five-room office suite. Interior 
decorating at The Bridge is early garage 
sale, with decrepit sofas- and upholstered 
chairs giving the place an 
"informal 


feel." 


High School District English Program Praised 


In a recent survey, representatives 


from 38 colleges and universities had 
nothing but praise for the two-year-old 
English curriculum being used in High 
School Dist. 214. 


Information about the English curricu- 


lum was sent to 44 schools asking them if 
the program would meet admission re- 
quirements. Of the 38 answering, all said 
the program was suitable, according to 
Al Snap, district coordinator for English. 


"I was very happy with the response," 


Snap said, "and I was especially pleased 


because some of the schools sent back 
comments that were very favorable." 


In 1970, the district abandoned its old 


English curriculum and adopted a sys- 
tem which allows students to select one- 
semester courses in various areas to ful- 
fill their English requirement. Before 
that all students had been required to 
take English I, II, III, and IV, full-year 
courses at each grade level. 


"THIS IS PRETTY MUCH the new 


wave of English curriculum in high 
schools," Snap said. "We are still offer- 


ing the basics, but we are also offering 
students a chance to choose. I haven't 
heard students complain as much about 
English since we started it." 


Snap said the district decided to send a 


description of the program to a number 
of colleges because "colleges and univer- 
sities are usually pretty slow to change 
and sometimes they are slow to accept 
change. We wanted to make sure our stu- 
dents wouldn't lose credits." 


Comments on the program from the 


college officials ranged from "This rep- 
resents as comprehensive a high school 
English program as I have seen," from 
English department chairman at Drake 
University in Iowa, to "The program 
seems conventional, not experimental," 
from an official at the University of 
Hartford in Connecticut. 


The comment from Hartford especially 


intrigues Snap. "They are really telling 
us something. Although we may be 
ahead of. many areas, we are behind' the 
high schools in Connecticut," he said.

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Panel Chosen To Study $30 Million Motel-Office Complex 


A committee has been chosen to study 


the Kenroy $30 million motel-office com- 
plex proposal and report back to the 
Rolling Meadows Plan Commission with 
a recommendation. 


The action was taken at a public hear- 


ing Wednesday night by Chairman Rob- 
ert Byrnes following a two-hour presen- 
tation by Kenroy's development team. 
Their exhibition was essentially the same 
as that presented to the city council 
three weeks ago. 


Byrnes told Kenroy Pres. Kenneth 


Tucker that the committee would "work 
with Kenroy and at the next plan com- 
mission meeting, if we get everything 
necessary for preliminary approval, we 


will attempt to give you preliminary ap- 
proval." 


B y r n e s said he thought Kenroy 


wouldn't be able to prepare the neces- 
sary plans before the September meet- 
ing, but Tucker told him the firm is go- 
ing to try to get back to the plan com- 
mission's August meeting, 


The proposal made Wednesday varied 


only slightly from the original presenta- 
tion to the council. Kenroy still plans to 
build a nine-story, 300-room motel, to be 
managed by the Hilton chain. 


In concert with the hotel, the firm will 


build a three-building office plaza with 
two 10-story units, and one that may go 
as high as 20 stories. 


A two-story rotunda will connect the 


office towers and serve as a common en- 
try point. In a plan change, Tucker said 
the original idea to have a restaurant in 
the rotunda has been scrapped. Instead, 
he said, there has been interest ex- 
pressed by a travel agency and a Chi- 
cago savings and loan firm in opening 
offices there. 


He said restaurants in the rotunda 


would compete with a restaurant, lounge 
and coffee shop planned for the hotel. 


During the hearing there were no ob- 


jections raised to the proposal by the 
handful of people in the audience who 
viewed the presentation by the seven- 
man Kenroy development team. 


COMMISSIONERS Carl 
Couve and 


Walter Jacobsen were most persistent 
with questions about the orientation of 
the buildings on the 19,7-acre site at Al- 
gonquin Road, just west of the Holiday 
Inn. 


Couve asked Tucker if the plan ori- 


ented the office buildings toward 
the 


Northwest Tollway, with the back of the 
development toward Algonquin Road. 


Tucker said there was no front or back 


to the development, but when pressed by 
Jacobsen to identify one side of the 
complex as its front, he admitted that it 
faced toward the tollway. 


Jacobsen said that orientation of the 


office buildings might be visually dis- 


pleasing to the city. 


Marshall Lieb, architect for the office 


complex, said other plans for orientation 
have been considered for 10 months, but 
were discarded as inferior to the plan 
decided upon.

hopes to build into the bank of the toll- 
way. 


Commissioner Daniel Stieber received 


assurance from Tucker that the project 
would also meet the city's requirement 
that the development include at least five 
per cent greenery in the total site area.

Iranian Student Compares Countries

Fifteen-year-old Simon Kamali thinks 


school in this country is easy, but he 
wishes all the classes were taught in 
Persian. Simon is an Iranian who has 
come to this country to finish his high 
school education and go to college. 


"When I was in Persia, I had 23 sub- 


jects in one week," Simon said. "Can 
you believe that? They give you just a 
little bit of everything." 


Schools in Iran are also more com- 


petitive, Simon explained. There are a 
limited number of colleges, so only the 
best students are encouraged to continue 
their educations. 


"I insisted that Simon come here," 


said Simon's sister, Mrs, Denny Haki- 
mian, "because here the school was bet- 
ter than back there." 


ALTHOUGH SIMON studied English 


for six years in his country, he finds that 
his study is only equivalent to one year 


of foreign language in this country. Now 
he is trying to catch up on his English so 
he can understand his classes at Wheel- 
ing High School and take part in extra- 
curricular activities.

He does find 
American food much "simpler" than Ira- 
nian food. "There are more gourmet 
dishes over there," Mrs. Hakimian said. 


In his five months in this country, Sim- 


on hasn't done much traveling. He's seen 
Chicago and thought it was nice. But 
right now he's more interested in learn- 
ing about Americans from the inside out. 
Right now he's looking for a family. Any-

Industry Hazards Are Disappearing

Mine Safety Appliances Co. started out 


in the World War I era making basic 
products for safety in mines when ca- 
naries in cages were still used to detect 
dangerous gases. 


Today, more than 50 years later, MSA 


markets more than 4.000 lines of safety 
equipment for industry besides mine 
safety products and operates more than 
100 branch offices around the world in- 
cluding Europe. Africa, Indian and the 
Far East. 


"Recent trends toward work safety 


have greatly increased our market." 
said Al Lundin, manager of Chicago area 
office which operates out of Elk Grove 
Village at 370 Bond St. 


"For instance, there isn't much of a 


mining industry around the Midwest so 
almost all the products we distribute 
from here are for industrial safety." 


Gary. Ind. steel mills use MSA-built 


work helmets able to withstand the im- 
pact of molten steel along with gas, and 
carbon monoxide indicators able to de- 
tect noxious gases down to one part per 
billion. 


FIRE DEPARTMENTS also have em- 


ployed use of MSA breathing aids such 
as oxygen masks and respirators along 
with firemen's helmets, fireproof suits, 
and first-aid kits. 


"Our 
company 
developed 
adhesive 


bandages long before Johnson and John- 
son (the firm that makes Band-Aids) 
did," Lundin claims. 


Factories also are utilizing the com- 


pany's products and have purchased 
huge quantities of protective clothing, 
headwear and gloves. Also included in 
MSA's inventories is a barrier cream 
which protects hands against acids and 
harmful chemicals, and ear plugs which 
prevent hearing damage from excessive 
noise. 


"It was always an accepted truth," 


Lundin said, "that people who worked 
around punch-presses and other high 
noise areas would become deaf after a 
while. Earplugs have put a stop to that." 


Recent noise abatement legislation pro- 


tects workers from being exposed to 
noise levels exceeding 90 decibels for 
more than eight hours. 


Also, many construction companies use 


MSA hard hats made of polycarbonate 


plastic which can withstand the force of 
a blow from a two-pound hammer. These 
hats are also used by Texaco Oil Co. and 
Chicago & North Western Ry. 


THE MINING industry, however, has 


oy no means been forsaken by the com- 
pany's progress in other areas. 


During the recent mining disaster in 


Kellogg, 
Idaho, 
MSA representatives 


went immediately to the area to help 
coordinate shipping by plane of emergen- 
cy supplies such as breathing aids and 
rescue equipment. 


MSA also once developed a special har- 


ness to rescue a man trapped in a West 
Virginia mine. 


"It won't be long before we develop 


special escape vehicles to suit this pur- 
pose," Lundin said. 


In other areas of mine safety, gas de- 


tectors have replaced the canary in the 
cage. Miners are now equipped with gas 
masks and respirators to protect them 
from toxic mists and dust. Some breath- 
ing aids have alarm systems on them to 
warn the worker to leave a hazardous 
'area and reach fresh air before his oxy- 


gen supply runs out. 


They also have developed a foam 


spreader that can extinguish a fire in a 
matter of seconds. 


Lundin said the Federal Occupational 


Safety and Health Act passed in 1969, 
which outlines safety procedures 
in- 


dustry must follow for their employes, 
has had a tremendous effect on MSA's 
market. 


"NOT 
ONLY DO we 
manufacture 


more now," he added, "but all our prod- 
ucts must meet certain quality stan- 
dards." 


The National Institute of Occupational 


Safety and Health (NIOSH), a federal 
agency, must approve all safety equip- 
ment before it can be used or sold. MSA 
submits samples of all their safety prod- 
ucts for NIOSH approval, Lundin said. 


As federal safety standards become 


even higher, mines and industry will be- 
come safer places to work. 


"Workers have been neglected for a 


long time," he said. "More legislation 
and better safety products are making it 
easier for them, though." 


Occupational hazards may one day be- 


come a thing of the past and the motto of 
MSA may become common truth: " . . . 
that all men may work in safety."

It will still be 
St'10,000 plus the $17,000 given by the 
Dana Point Apartments, an Arlington 
Heights development that will be served 
by the project. 


George March, of the drainage and 


clean streams commission, presented the 
new set of figures to the board during a 
committee-of-the-whole meeting prior to 
the regular board meeting. He said the 
lower estimates were possible because of 
"a very competitive market." At least 
two firms were contacted for informal 
bids. 


The most dramatic change came in the 


c o n s t r u c t i o n cost estimates which 
dropped from almost $540,000 to $480,000. 
Engineering and inspection costs are es- 
timated to drop from $53,900 to $41,450, 
as are attorney fees, from $35,600 to 
$27.700.

Board Eliminates $100,000 Deficit 


Through an anticipated increase in 


state aid and tightening of expenditures 
for special education, the Dist. 23 Board 
of Education eliminated a $100,000 deficit 
and finalized its 1972-73 budget Wednes- 
day, 


State funds to the district which are 


expected to increase by $80,000 for next 
year should wipe out most of the deficit 
according to James Hendren, business 
manager. 


-The expected increase is due to recent 


legislation which changes the state's for- 
mula for determining the amount of 


funds paid each district based on its av- 
erage daily school attendance. 


Also, an increase in state bonus funds 


based on the district's total enrollment is 
anticipated. 


There are 1,700 students currently at- 


tending the five district schools. 


The remaining $10,000 of the deficit 


will be covered by a reduction of tuition 
amounts paid to other districts for spe- 
cial education programs. 


Hendren said since the district will 


hire its own psychologist to handle spe- 
cial education programs, it was able to 


reclaim tuition that had committed to 
other districts for the same type of pro- 
grams. 


The deficit in the $2,190,000 budget, 


originally presented to the board May 24, 
appeared in the educational fund and to- 
taled $140,000. However, a limit set on 
the amount of anticipated tax income a 
school district can borrow left the deficit 
at near $100,000. 


Amendments may still be made in the 


budget before it is due for final adoption 
in September.

hour-long closed session. "We will be 
pleased to listen to the principals with an 
open mind," Board Pres. Lloyd Demel 
said yesterday. He said he did not know 
if the board would reconsider the trans- 
fers "until we hear what they have to 
say." 


Miss Amundson was denied a hearing 


last month on grounds that the board did 
not legally have to provide a hearing if 
there is no pay cut involved in the move. 


"Whether a hearing was or was not 


previously denied — this new board will 
hear her." Demel said yesterday. Demel 
was elected president and three now 
board members were seated Wednesday. 


Board member William Haase pointed 


out that since Miss Amundson had been 
granted a meeting it was "unnecessary 
to hold private meetings with her, War- 
den and other organized groups." Haase 
was referring to a meeting scheduled for 
next week among Warden. Miss Amund- 
son and parents protesting the reas- 
signments. 


JUDY STARKEY. one of the parents 


involved in organizing the meeting, yes- 
terday said she also saw no need for the 
meeting now: "I am pleased at the 
board's action. This is what should have 
been done before," she said. 


About 15 residents and former junior 


high students were at the board meeting 
Wednesday in support of Ackley. Several 
urged that he be granted a hearing. 
At a previous meeting supporters of 


Miss Amundson had urged a hearing be 
granted for her. 


Demel admitted the public's requests 


for the hearings had some influence on 
the board's decision. "There was time 
for a lot of reflections. All of the board 
members and administration have re- 
flected upon the questions." The two 
principals were reassigned June 20. 


SEVERAL 
RESIDENTS asked 
the 


board to make the hearings public. De- 
mel told them it was not the responsi- 
bility of the board to "announce those 
details." The board and administration 
have not made reasons for the reas- 
signments public. 


One resident asked why Ackley was 


given the position of media director, who 
will take steps to establish resource cen- 
ters at the district's schools. 


"No man is more well-accepted or a 


nicer guy than Jim Ackley. He would 
blend well with people, which is needed 
in this job," said Warden. "Also he has 
done some work with audio-visual equip-

ment and has run workshops on the sub- 
ject." Ackley said yesterday, however, 
that workshops he had conducted in- 
volved science. 


Through an agreement with Gov. Rich- 


ard Ogilvie, who appointed him to the 
state post, Walsh said he has limited his 
activity to the six-county metropolitan 
Chicago area. 


"The area has characteristics unique 


from other parts of the state. Issues as- 
sociated with the Chicago area are 
thought of differently in Springfield, and 
somehow they are different. I don't know 
exactly how but they are," he said. 


Walsh, reflecting on his more than two 


months in this new post, said he is espe- 
cially interested in representing the in- 
terest of the 3.7 million people who live in 
Chicago's suburbs. 


"In segmentation they create their 


weakness," he said of Chicago's suburbs. 
"Traditionally, no one has been able to 
speak for them because no one knows 
what their position is." 


Walsh was a strong advocate of inter- 


governmental cooperation while serving 
as Arlington Heights village president 
and says he continues to see the "merg- 
ing of community interests" as a means 
of attacking large-scale problems. 


"As I view the problem, it is absolutely 


essential that local governments find 
ways to work together," he said, adding 


that often county government can be en- 
couraged to take a more active problem- 
solving role. 


"Counties are a last line of defense 


against metro-government or other su- 
pergovernments," he said, emphasizing 
that cooperation does not have to mean 
loss of local control. 


As a practical matter, local govern- 


ments increasingly are being forced to 
cooperate in order to qualify for coveted 
federal and state project grants. 


Grant guidelines often require that a 


project benefit more than just one com- 
munity, such as the Wilke-Kirchoff de- 
tention basin which will serve southwest 
Arlington Heights and eastern Rolling 
Meadows as well as neighboring unin- 
corporated land. 


Another area of personal interest to 


Walsh is mass transportation. 


"A special state policy committee is 


studying the various mass transit bills 
which are currently pending in the legis- 
lature with a view to coming up with a 
recommendation and presumably a legis- 
lative program," he said. 


To date the Ogilvie administration has 


not made a formal mass transit policy 
recommendation, Walsh said. But a rec-

Rte. 53 Extension Work Set Late In Year 


Construction on the extension of Rte. S3 


north to Rte. 22 will probably begin late 
this year, according to an official of the 
Illinois Division of Highways. 


Fred Seeley, project engineer, told the 


Herald Wednesday the six-lane divided 
highway will be extended from just north 
of Dundee Road, where the road pre- 
sently ends, to just north of Rte. 22. 
There will be a diamond-type inter- 
change at Rte. 22. 


Seeiey said the highway division hopes 


to begin construction on the new section 
of Rte. 53 in 1972 or early 1973. Once 
under way. the work will take about two 
years to complete. 


Construction will probably begin on the 


interchange at Rte. 22 and the over- 
passes at Cuba Road. Long Grove Road 
and old Rte. 53, Seeley said. Work on the 
main highway will probably start about 
six months later. 


No detours are planned while the ex- 


tension is under construction, Seeley 
said. Rte. 53 and Rte. 22 will both be 
constructed under traffic. Long Grove 
Road and Cuba Road will be closed ex- 
cept to local traffic, he said. No cost fig- 
ures are available yet, and no dates have 
been announced for letting of bids. 


The stretch of Rte. 53 from Rte. 12 to 


Rte. 68 was opened in December, 1970. 
Long range plans call for the highway to 
serve as a route from the Wisconsin 
state line to Interstate 80 east of Joliet. 


Rte. 53 will also connect to Interstate 


90 (the Eisenhower Expressway) to the 
south near Addison and Wood Dale. This 
part of the construction is scheduled to 
be completed in September of this year. 


When the section of Rte. 53 linking that 


road to Interstate 90 is finished, it will be 
possible to get on Rte. 53 at Rte. 68 and 
travel into Chicago as an alternative to 
taking the Northwest Tollway.

LWV To Circulate Petitions 


The League of Women Voters (LWV) 


voted yesterday to circulate petitions to 
get the issue of dissolving Palatine 
Township government on the Nov. 7 gen- 
eral election ballot 


Signatures of at least 1.700 registered 


voters in Palatine Township will be re- 
quired to get the referendum on the bal- 
lot. As of March, there were 27.077 regis- 
tered voters living in the township. 


LWV members decided to bypass the 


township board of auditors in requesting 
the referendum because there was little 
chance the board would approve such ac- 
tion, said Alice De Viney, LWV member. 
If the board had refused to okay the ref- 
erendum. LWV would then have turned 
to getting petitions. 


Moves to dissolve Palatine Township 


government got rolling after LWV re- 
leased a study of the government in 
June. 


FOLLOWING THE study, the LWV 


concluded that "an unnecessary dupli- 


cation of governmental structure" exis- 
ted at the township level, Mrs. De Viney 
said. 


Besides allowing a more efficient meth- 


od of government (at either the munici- 
pal or county level), dissolving the town- 
ship would probably result in lower taxes 
for incorporated area residents and a 
more evenly apportioned rate for unin- 
corporated residents, Mrs. De Viney 
said. 


A change in the Illinois Constitution al- 


lows individual townships to be dissolved 
or consolidated at the township level. 
Previously, such action had to occur at 
the county level. The LWV move is the 
first dissolution attempt in Illinois under 
the new rule. 


Financing the township's current ser- 


vices if the government is dissolved was 
another 
consideration 
at yesterday's 


LWV meeting. The road and bridge fund 
could be assumed by the county, while 
the smaller 
general assistance 
fund 


would probably be absorbed by either 
separate municipalities or the county, 
Mrs. De Viney said. One other area, the 
town fund, has a $127,400 budget for 1972, 
and nearly half of it goes to the Palatine 
Township Youth Committee, which oper- 
ates The Bridge. 


SINCE THE BRIDGE is not a govern- 


mental unit, it would have to seek money 
either from fund-raising drives or by 
holding its own referendum if the town- 
ship government is rejected. 


Ann Scollay and Mrs. De Viney are 


heading the petition drive. The LWV is 
aiming for a 2,000 signature total by late 
July or early August, with the final dead- 
line sometime in mid-August. 


Township Supvr. Howard I. Olsen said 


he would oppose any effort to eliminate 
township government. "If anything, the 
township services should be expanded 
rather than retracted," Olsen said after 
the LWV began moving toward dis- 
solving that government.

legislature, could add 5252,000 to the 
amount of state aid expected by Arling- 
ton Heights School Dist.

If the calculations of Business Mgr. 


Daniel Suffoletto are correct, the state 
aid to the district for the next school 
year will be S3.53 million. 


"The whole thing depends on how you 


calculate," said Suffoletto. "Even with 
the adjustments In the formula, the over 
$250.000 additional state aid looks too 
good." 


The legislative changes in the formula 


include a reduction in a formula factor, 
called a qualifying rate, from 87 to 84 
cents; and a raise in another formula 
factor, called a bonus, from 12 to 19 per 
cent. Both revisions benefit the district. 


"A MORE SIGNIFICANT change for 


us, however, is the fact that we can now 
use either this year's or last year's at- 
tendance figures in calculating the state 
aid,1' Suffoletto said. The district will use 
last year's attendance figure of 9,067 in- 
stead of this year's total of 8,901. 


The attendance number is important 


since it is the base figure used in the 
calculation of the aid formula. For each 
student, a base of $520 in state aid is 
paid. 


In 30 days, Suffoletto expects to re- 


ceive word from the state of what the 
state aid will actually be. 


"ff our calculations are high, the tax 


anticipation warrant sales will probably 
be increased," said Suffoletto. 


The tentative budget, which includes 


the $252,000 of added state aid, is ex- 
pected to be nearly $10 million. The 
board of education is expected to give 
tentative approval to the budget this 
month. 


Nursery. Steokhouse OKA 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion has recommended approval of a 
nursery center and a steakhouse restau- 
rant at the Korvettes shopping center but 
it rejected a last-minute request for an 
incinerator at the nursery site.

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Landfill Studies Are Awaited 
Rough Incinerator Report July 24 


Landfill studies by both Harza Engi- 


neering Co. and the village adminis- 
tration are holding up completion of a 
sanitary landfill study by the Arlington 
Heights Environmental Control Commis- 
sion (ECC). 


While the Harza engineers have com- 


pleted their preliminary study, problems 
in obtaining accurate tests of the density 
of the landfill are holding up the final 
draft. The village is in the midst of a 
study of land to the west of the current 
landfill as possible expansion sites. 


"By July 24 we hope to have a well- 


established rough draft with summary 
and conclusion pages," said Ronald Pa- 
tun, chairman of the incinerator subcom- 
mittee. The report was originally sched- 
uled for completion last spring. 


AFTER THE incinerator committee 


makes its report to the entire commis- 
sion, changes and further revisions are 
expected. According to ECC Chairman 
Edward Kokkelenberg, the ECC will 
probably submit its final report to the 
board of trustees by the end of the sum- 
mer. 


In January, the village administration 


submitted a solid waste disposal report 
to the board, which included a recom- 
mendation that an incinerator be used to 
solve the solid waste disposal problem in 
the village. 


The Harza landfill study, which will 


cost the village about $7,000, is expected 
to be completed in the next few weeks. 
Density testing should be finished by the 
first of next week, according to Ramon 


S. LaRusso, project head. 


Density 
tests 
already 
taken have 


recorded densities of over 1,200 pounds 
per cubic foot. According to American 
Solid Waste System, that density test 
would mean Arlington Heights has "the 
most in-place compacted landfill in the 
world." 


Even Harza engineers question the fig- 


ures and are planning a different method 
of testing for density next week. 


"I think we will find density up to the 


range we have been finding, even with 
different equipment," said La Russo. 
"But! think we are simply recording the 
density which is soaked with water, and 
therefore more dense than expected." 


IN A PRELIMINARY report, issued 


June 7, Harza engineers said the landfill 
would run out of room for additional gar- 


bage in a year under the present village 
plan. According to the village adminis- 
tration, the landfill has well over two 
years of life left. 


A village study of the land to the west 


will attempt to determine how much 
land, if any, is available for use as a 
landfill. Anticipated life of additional 
landfill area will also be determined. 


"We are not studying the land to the 


east because it is very close to Buffalo 
Grove and we would expect many com- 
plaints. The price for the land is out- 
rageous and Kennicott Road will even- 
tually cut the land to the east off from 
the present landfill," said L. A. Hanson, 
village manager. 


The village study is expected to be 


completed before the end of the month. 


High School District English Program Praised 


In a recent survey, representatives 


from 38 colleges and universities had 
nothing but praise for the two-year-old 
English curriculum being used in High 
School Dist. 214. 


Information about the English curricu- 


lum was sent to 44 schools asking them if 
the program would meet admission re- 
quirements. Of the 38 answering, all said 
the program was suitable, according to 
Al Snap, district coordinator for English. 


"I was very happy with the response," 


Snap said, "and I was especially pleased 


because some of the schools sent back 
comments that were very favorable." 


In 1970, the district abandoned its old 


English curriculum and adopted a sys- 
tem which allows students to select one- 
semester courses in various areas to ful- 
fill their English requirement. Before 
that all students had been required to 
take English I, II, III, and IV, full-year 
courses at each grade level. 


"THIS IS PRETTY MUCH the new 


wave of English curriculum in high 
schools'," Snap said. "We are still offer- 


ing the basics, but we are also offering 
students a chance to choose. I haven't 
heard students complain as much about 
English since we started it." 


Snap said the district decided to send a 


description of the program to a number 
of colleges because "colleges and univer- 
sities are usually pretty slow to change 
and sometimes they are slow to accept 
change. We wanted to make sure our stu- 
dents wouldn'tiose credits." 


Comments, on the program from the 


college officials ranged from "This rep- 
resents as comprehensive a high school 
English program as I have seen." from 
English department chairman at Drake 
University in Iowa, to "The program 
seems conventional, not experimental," 
from an official at the University of 
Hartford in Connecticut. 


The comment from Hartford especially 


intrigues Snap. "They are really telling 
us something. Although we may be 
ahead of many areas, we are behind the 
high schools in Connecticut," he said.

There is an alternative to punishment 


w the youth division of the Arlington 


Heights Police Department, which in- 
cludes a special kind of counseling. 


It's a program called Operation Uplift, 


based on the counseling of juveniles in 
trouble by other juveniles, most of whom 
have also had scrapes with the law. 


"Sometimes a kid needs more than a 


talking to — the 'criminal act' was just a 
means to get attention to get some help 
with a more serious problem," said Sgtr. 
Paul Btickholz, head of the youth divi- 
sion. "Sometimes they need more help 


than we can give him in a station adjust- 
ment." 


STATION ADJUSTMENTS, of which 


there have been 163 in the first four 
months of this year, include juvenile offi- 
cers talking to the youth and his parents, 
both separately and together, about the 
crime. 


Since Uplift is a revolutionary new pro- 


gram, partly state-funded ($20,935 from a 
state grant and .$24,340 from the village), 
the going this first year has been slow as 
far as number of youth helped. Only 20 


Survey Shows Teens Disagree 
Are The Police Being Fair?

Jim Nyslrom. a 16-year-old Arlington 


Heights youth, will never forget the time 
he was hauled into the police station for 
trying to break into his own house when 
he forgot his key. 


"If the Arlington Heights police react, 


they overreact." he said. 


From January through April. 1972, 494 


juveniles — up to the age of 16 for males 
and 17 for females — have been caught 
doing something wrong. Last year, 1,477 
youths were arrested, and of those, about 
70 went to court. 


THE MONTHLY juvenile report lists 


"nuisance" as the main offense of youth. 
Other high-ranking offenses include lar- 
ceny, runaways, criminal damage to 
property and traffic violations. 


As the village continues to grow, and 


the number of juvenile criminals increas- 
es, so does the youth division of the Ar- 
lington Heights Police Department. 


"We have one of the largest youth divi- 


sions in the Northwest suburbs," said 
Sgt. Paul Buckholz, who is in charge of 
the six-man division. "It's just too bad 
that few young people know about us un- 
til they get into trouble and we become 
the bad guys." 


In a recent survey of some English 


classes at Arlington High School, 23 re- 
spondents said they think the police are 
fair in their treatment of youth, and 22 
said they weren't fair. Another 14 said 
they had had no run-ins with police and 
were neutral on the questions. 


"Let's face it. if it weren't for the cops, 


we'd all be living in caves," said Darlene 
Bless, a freshman. 


WHILE SOME students think police 


should be even more strict with youth, a 
large percentage of students, especially 
the ones who have been picked up by the 
police, feel the police are too strict with 
"freaky looking" kids. 


According to 16-year-old Stephen Pei- 


fer. the police in the village should be 
subjected to some "real crimes like mur- 
der and rape and big thefts so they 
wouldn't be picking up high school stu- 
dents for looking cross-eyed at each oth- 
er." 


The youth division is very careful, ac- 


cording to Buckholz. not to do offensive 
things to youth, because "if one kid gets 
a raw deal from the cops, it means a lot 
of bad publicity for us." 


Buckholz feels that the number of juve- 


nile cases is small "compared to the 
community of over 70.000 that we serve." 
Suburbs don't automatically have a low- 
er juvenile crime rate than cities, either, 
he said. 


"Sometimes juvenile crimes are com- 


mitted for the thrill of it — to be gutsy 
and daring. Some juveniles want to lest 
authority by committing crimes, and 
sometimes crimes indicate deeper prob- 
lems," he said. "And the class of people 
doesn't make any difference." 


According to Buckholz. the ideas of 


"punishment" and "bad" kids are shyed 
away from in the youth division, as if the 
officers were taught a bit of Father 
F l a n a g a n ' s Boys Town philosophy. 
"There is no such thing as a bad kid." 


JUVENILE OFFICERS indicate they 


do everything possible to give kids the 
right impression from the start — the 
impression of the officer who wants to 
help them. 


One public relations tactic has been to 


assign a juvenile officer to each of the 
three public high schools in the village. 


St. Viator Catholic High School does 


not have a police counselor because of 
the expense involved, according to the 
Rev. Kenneth Yarno. assistant principal. 
While the village pays 40 per cent of the 
counselor's salary, the school district 
must pay BO per cent. 


Besides the public relations function, of- 


ficers are assigned to schools as a re- 
source person for teachers and as a pre- 
ventative measure to crime. 


Though some Arlington High School 


students view the officer as a threat, 
some are mighty glad he's around. 


"Cops seem more human when you 


can talk to them in your school rather 
than their police station." said a soph- 
omore girl. 


Buckholz would tike his division to be 


as human as possible, and is willing to 
send officers to PTA groups, teenage rap 
sessions or anywhere there can be "non-

ECC Submits Proposals 
On Parkins 
& 


Tentative proposals to restrict off- 


street parking lighting were sent to the 
administration of the Village of Arlington 
Heights for comment Thursday by the 
Environmental 
Control 
Commission 


(ECO. 


The ECC's suggestions, which they 


hope would be included in the village off- 
street parking ordinance, would limit the 
amount and types of lighting allowed in 
village parking'areas. 


At the present time, the ordinance 


reads, "Lighting used for off-street park- 
ing areas shall be shielded in such a way 
as to not create a nuisance." 


The ECC's tentative recommendation 


reads, "lighting used for off-street park- 
ing areas shall be shielded or otherwise 
optically controlled so as to illuminate 
only the property line in such a way as 
to not create a nuisance on adjacent 
property other than commercial. 


"LIGHT 
SPILLAGE onto adjacent 


property shall be no more than one-tenth 
of the footcandle level recommended by 
the Illuminating Engineering Society for 
within the property. 


"Sharp cut-off type luminaries shall be 


used unless otherwise approved by the 
engineering department. Poles shall be 
no more than 40 feet high. Lighting shall 
meet current recommended Illuminating 
Engineering Society standards. 


"Lighting of outdoor business display 


areas shall be shielded or otherwise opti- 
cally-controlled so as to illuminate only 


to the property line, and so the lighting 
does not create a nuisance on adjacent 
property." 


If the administration does not suggest 


any changes, and the ECC does not mod- 
ify its recommendation, the proposal will 
be sent to the board of trustees for fur- 
ther consideration. 


Park District 


OKs Contract 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


approved an architect's contract Thurs- 
day night whcih may mean up to 8120,000 
to architect Joseph A. Bennett. 


The contract calls for 7% per cent of 


the cost of an artificial ice facility, a ten- 
nis facility and other park district im- 
provements. 


The tennis facility and park improve- 


ments are part of an upcoming referen- 
dum. In case the referendum does not 
pass, Bennett's commission to build the 
tennis facility alone will be 8Vz per cent 
of the cost, or $48,875.

A program like Uplift, which involves 


cooperation between the police depart- 
ment and an outside agency, has never 
been attempted before in the state, ac- 
cording to Buckholz. "It may even be the 
first in the country," he said. 


The program starts at the police sta- 


tion, which is the referral point, and is 
transferred to the Northwest Human Re- 
sources Center, 3000 Central Rd., Rolling 
Meadows. Operation Uplift is one of 15 
programs handled by the center. 


"The good the program seems to be 


doing has gone way beyond our wildest 
expectations," said Thomas Jauch, direc- 
tor of the center. "Out of 20 people we 
now have in this program, only one has 
been a subsequent offender." 


"Kids can really relate to other kids," 


he said. 


THOUGH ABOUT three of the 20 juve- 


nile offenders are ready to leave the pro- 
gram, they probably won't leave the cen- 
ter altogether, where they find "love, in- 
volvement and camaraderie," according 
to Jauch. 


"At first the kids are a little hesitant to 


come to the weekly sessions, but as they 
get into the program, they come to the 
center voluntarily — very voluntarily. 
We even have weekend Softball games 
for Uplift participants, and almost every- 
one comes," Jauch said. 


Jauch predicts some Uplift partici- 


pants will soon become Uplift counselors, 
or volunteers for other programs at the 
center. 


While the actual counseling process 


with juvenile offenders under the Uplift 
program began last Nov. 1, preparation 
for the program began just after the 
state grant was received last May. 


"We started off with about 50 appli- 


cants for counselors; we now have five 
working," said Jauch. The 
applicants 


learned about the job through the North- 
west Human Resources Center, friends 
and juvenile officers. 


Counselors are between 16 and 22 years 


old and have been through 16 Weeks of 
intensive training. 


THE COUNSELORS agree the training 


session seemed more like 16 months. Be- 
sides reading and discussion periods al- 
most daily, some role-playing sessions 
were 
video-taped 
so counselors-to-be 


could see what they would soon look like 
in the role of counselor. 


"We learned very quickly that we had 


a great deal of responsibility. Some 
people dropped out because they just 
didn't think they could handle that re- 
sponsibility," said Counselor Sue Walls, 
a recent high school graduate. 


Even with all the training the young 


counselors received, it's hard to tell by 
just looking who's the counselor and 
who's the juvenile offender. Blue jeans 
and other comfortable clothing have re- 
placed the sterile white clothing usually 
thought of in conjunction with coun- 
seling. 


Dress regulations which usually come 


with jobs of responsibility are cast to the 
wind as everyone does his own thing. 
Male 
counselors aren't bothered 
by 


forced trips to the barbershop, either. 


It's not what you look like, it's the 


emotions .that count at the center, ac- 
cording to the counselors.

bell, is a professional employment ser- 
vice with both temporary and permanent 
assignments. 


SUE WALLS, one of five Operation 
Uplift counselors, puts her clients at 
ease not only because she is the same 
age as the juvenile officers she coun- 
sels, but because of training. The 


courses at Harper College, stresses the 
importance of listening to the feelings, 
rather than the words of youth. 


"You 
have to get into what the kid 


feels and why he says what he does," 
Horler said. 


The counselors are paid about $2 an 


hour for their work. They agree it's the 
kind of work that's more for love than 
for money. Since many of the workers 
were once youthful offenders, they know 
the needs of their charges and want to 
help. 


Youths being counseled in the Uplift 


program are assured that none of their 
problems ever will be discussed with 
anyone but their counselors. 


"Keeping our cases in strict confidence 


was pounded into us during the training 
session," said Sue. "It's hard not to tell 
friends sometimes about awful problems

An unknown assailant tried to rape a 


Des Plaines woman in her home late 
Wednesday night but was scared off by

According to reports, the attacker en- 


teied an unlocked rear door about 11 30 
p m and turned off the electrical power 
m the home Police said the man then 
walked in the dark to the women s bed-

Police said the attacker was described

APART FROM ITS effoits to obtain a 


federally subsidized apartment building 
for the low-income elderly, the city's 
study of housing pioblems has been pret- 
ty much limited to a housing condition 
survey taken as pait of the proposed 
comprehensive plan 


Once the issue was introduced by the 


Conceined Metropolitan Citizens Com- 
mittee fCMCC) — a gioup which had 
bpen bedeviling Ailmgton Heights for 
seveial yeais over housing — city offi- 
cials seemed to be falling over each oth- 
er in attempts to escape any taint of in- 
volvement 


The mayor gave the issue to Aid Rob- 


ert Sheiwood (2nd), who wanted public 
attention to bolster his campaign for a 
state representative seat 


Following Sherwood's lead, aldermen 


voted unanimously to i eject housing pro- 
posals because of "lack of information," 
and then agreed to create a housing com- 
mission 


AFTER THINKING awhile about the 


possible outcome of a full-scale in- 
vestigation into housing problems, 
a 


council majority decided to follow Sher- 
wood again and to foibid the commission 
from studying low and model ate-mcome 
housing 


Then discovering that their decision 


could foice a federal denial of future se- 
nior cituens housing, the council voted 
again This time the aldermen thorough- 
ly confused the issue by both not forbid- 
ding a study, and not authorizing it ei- 
ther 


The mayoi waited five months befoie 


making his final recommendations foi 
appointments — long enough so that a 
year long commission study would not be 
finished until after his possible ie-elec- 
tion bid 


Part of the mayor's problem in select- 


ing potential appointees is the usual lack 
of qualified volunteer public servants in 
any subuib Also, the mayor, at 66, is 
apparently running out of political allies, 
and there aie fewer and fewer persons 
each year whom he can ttust on a com 
mission 


The mayoi also was faced with the 


question of whether to lecommend ap- 
pointment of repiesentatives of the Des 
Plames Citizens Opposed to Low and 
Moderate Income Housing 


Apparently, he rejected this course be-

Eye Emotional Scars Of Sex Attacks 


During the last two months thiee Des 


Plaines childien have been taken from 
their bedrooms in the middle of the night 
and sexually assaulted 


Des Plaines police have launched an 


intensive investigation into the attacks 
and believe the same man is responsible 
in all three cases, the most recent of 
which took place early Tuesday 


A numbei of local parents have been 


calling police to report suspicious persons 
in then neighborhoods, according to po- 
lice officials, who said they have not 
tinned up any leads as yet 


The thiee young victims of the sexual 


attacks may face emotional scars that 
could lead to future psychological prob- 
lems According to Dr Leo Jacobs, head 
of the sexual dysfunction clime at Forest 
Hospital in Des Plaines much of that 
damage may be done after the attack be- 
cause parents have a tendency to "over- 
i eact' to the situation 


"IF PARENTS don't feel comfortable 


talking about the incident with their child 


they should seek outside advice It is im- 
portant the child express the negative 
feelings about sex they got from the at- 
tacks," he said 


"The paients should set-up a meeting 


with the family physician or a profes- 
sional counseloi so the child can express 
these negative feelings,' said Dr 
Ja- 


cobs 


If the child's parents do feel uncomfoi- 


table discussing the attack with the child 
and don't seek outside advice the child 
may have a problem with then sexual 
lives when they become adults, accord- 
ing to Dr Jacobs 


What about the attacker himself9 What 


emotional 
or 
psychological 
problems 


have influenced his present behavior of 
child molesting9 


Di Jacobs said the attacker most like- 


ly comes from a family where there was 
much parental friction or a broken home 
He said the offendei piobably has poor 
relations with adult females and has few 
female companions 


Di Jacobs said a study done by the 


Umveisity of Indiana Institute of Sex Re- 
search in 1965 shows that most sexual 
attackers have Victorian attitude towards 
sex 


HE SAID THE study shows that sexual 


attackers have a double standard to 
waids women with the idea there aie 
only "good girls and bad girls ' The 
study said also a sexual attacker has a 
strong desire to have a virgin bride and 
is more likely to rely on prostitutes for 
sex 


Dr Jacobs said most child molesters 


are emotionally immature and feel more 
comfoitable around childien than aiound 
adults He said when the molester be 
comes aware of sexual feelings he seeks 
gratification with someone 
more his 


emotional age than his physical age 


Dr Jacobs said because of his emo- 


tional immaturity a child molester is 
likely to have an unsuccessful marriage 
because he cannot cope with the marital 
responsibilities 


A study done by the Centei of Sexually 


Dangerous 
Persons 
in 
Massachusetts 


shows there is only a one in three chance 
that the sex offender would physically 
hai m his victim 


Dr Jacobs said the study reseaiched 


the cases of a laige number of sex off en 
riei s and found that onl> one third of 
them ever harmed their victims 


Houevei 
the study showed the most 


likely child molester to harm his victim 
would be one that attacks both male and 
females Although it has not been proven 
that the same man is involved, two of the 
childien molesteied in Des Plaines were 
girls and the thii d a bov 


Dr Jacobs said it is likely the attacker 


will stuke again since sex offenders have 
a high tate of repeating their crimes 


Police urged residents to contact them 


if they see any suspicious persons near 
their homes

Police protection was a 
benefit cited by a Des Plaines con- 
testant. 


The appearance of a home is impor- 


tant to some of the children who entered 
the contest.

In fact an Arlington 
Heights girl put "stool" at the top of the 
list of her home's star qualities. 


The list of extras especially appealing 


to the younger set is varied and unex- 
pected. A nine-year-old from Park Ridge 
included "nice places to visit, nice bank- 
ing places, good polushion, nice dog." 
Comfy carpeting like grass was men- 
tioned by several children who like to 
wiggle their toes in it. Doors so you can 
go in and out as well as lights so you can 
see should of course be included in any 
respectable home, according to one con- 
testant. Being "in the country where I 
was born" adds appeal to a home, says 
another.

with a faucet where you can get any 
temperature of water are important to 
some of the young people. Old cement 


stairs inside that go nowhere and a chim- 
ney that makes "neat howly noises" 
when the wind blows through are some 
of the things coming to Judy Furton's 
mind when she talks about her Arlington 
Heights home. 


Dixie Lee Gorham of Elk Grove Village 


likes "The smells of home — the aroma 
of fresh baked bread or cookies baking." 
built-in kitchen fan is a definite plus when 
it comes to unwanted aromas, says an- 
other entrant from Des Plaines.

The responsibilities of living in a 


single-family home were duly noted by 
several of the children.

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Environmental Class Being Offered At Oakton College 


Students will study pollution and the 


contamination of the environment in a 
course offered at Oakton Community 
Collge this fall. 


Environmental science, taught by Mi- 


chael J. Matkovich, is the study of air, 
water and noise pollution, population 
problems, inefficiant use of natural re- 


sources and conservation of soil, wildlife 
and vegetation. 


Most courses in environmental science 


are organized in "the biological direc- 
tion," studying the results of pollution in 
the environment, Mitkovich said. How- 
ever, his main emphasis is on the cause 
of pollution. 


ACCORDING TO Matkovich, the major 


cause of pollution is inefficient manufac- 
turing techniques. Many industries both 
damage the land when raw materials are 
removed and give off wastes into the air 
and water during the manufacturing pro- 
cess, he said, citing the steel industry as 
an example.

English curriculum and adopted a sys- 
tem which allows students to select one- 
semester courses in various areas to ful- 
fill their English requirement. Before 
that all students had been required to 
take English I, II, III, and IV, full-year 
courses at each grade level. 


"THIS IS PRETTY MUCH the new 


wave of English curriculum in high 
schools," Snap said. "We are still offer- 
ing the basics, but we are also offering 
students a chance to choose. I haven't 
heard students complain as much about 
English since we started it." 


Snap said the district decided to send a 


description of the program to a number 
of colleges because "colleges and univer- 
sities are usually pretty slow to change 
and sometimes they are slow to accept 
change. We wanted to make sure our stu- 
dents wouldn't lose credits." 


Comments on the program from the 


college officials ranged from "This rep- 
resents as comprehensive a high school 
English program as I have seen," from 
English department chairman at Drake 
University in Iowa, to "The program 
seems conventional, not experimental," 
from an official at the University of 
Hartford in Connecticut. 


The comment from Hartford especially 


intrigues Snap. "They are really telling 
us something. Although we may 
be 


ahead of many areas, we are behind the 
high schools in Connecticut," he said.

"We need to re-examine the whole 


manufacturing process to find more ef- 
ficient methods. We should consider the 
total cost to society," Matkovich said. 


Instead of simply issuing tickets and 


collecting fines, "we have to get involved 
in large scale research to replace obso- 
lete technologies," he said. "If we put 
this on a national priority like the space 
program, we could come up with new 
concepts in manufacturing." 


Matkovich added scientists need to be- 


gin working together to curtail pollution. 
The chemist who invents the new plastic 
container should work with the biologist 
to design a method of manufacturing it 
so the environment is not damaged, he 
said. 


STUDENTS ENROLLED in Matkov- 


ich's course will take field trips to manu- 
facturing plants and hear lectures from 
industrial environmentalists. The three- 
hour credit course also has a required 
laboratory session where students con- 
duct experiments that test water and air 
purity and measure the effects of noise 
pollution. 


Matkovich feels the problems of gener- 


ating enough energy to run a modern, 
technological society are at the heart of 
the pollution crisis. His students study 
new "way out" methods of producing 
power, including harnessing 
of ocean 


tides. 


In some areas of the world, tides are 


high enough so that it may be possible to 
build dams and generate electricity from 
their movement just as it is generated at 
hydroelectric dams, he said. 


SCIENTISTS ALSO may be able to 


make use of the sun's energy as a source 
of electricity on earth. Light gathering 
devices on a satellite would reflect and 
concentrate solar energy, which could be 
converted into a laser beam and sent 
down to earth, where it would be used as 
a power source. Matkovich said. 


When the technology is developed, he 


said, it may also be possible to drill a 
hole down "into the earth near molten 
lava A polluted stream would be diver- 
ted into the crevice and the steam that 
would be generated could be used as a 
source of power. This process would also 
help purify the polluted \\ater. he said. 


Matkovich received a bachelor of sci- 


ence degree from DePaul University and 
a master of science degree from Boston 
College, where he \\orked on a project 
connected with the United States space 
program 


What Is An Open Meeting?

Harper College trustees have made a 


practice of holding unannounced dinner 
meetings 
before 
regularly 
scheduled 


board meetings to discuss college affairs. 


The dinner meetings are held at the 


college on an irregular basis "as the 
need arises," explained Mrs. Jessalyn 
Nicklas, board president. 


Though the meetings are unannounced, 


Mrs. Nicklas contends they are open and 
"the board is doing nothing improper or 
illegal." 


The Illinois Open Meeting Law states 


all meetings of school boards shall be 
public, with certain exceptions and that 
notice shall be given at least 24 hours 
before the meeting. 


The law permits the school boards to 


hold closed sessions only for discussion 
of matters regarding: "collective nego- 
tiations; acquisition of property; appoint- 
ment, employment or dismissal of an 
employe; student discipline or profes- 
sional ethics and performance." No ac- 
tion may be taken in closed sessions. 


Actual implementation of the law is 


subject to conflicting interpretation. The 
key to the disagreement is the question, 
what constitutes a meeting? 


School Atty. Allyn Franke, represent- 


ing districts 211, 214, 26, 25 and 15, said 
board members are not holding 'a meet- 
ing "if they can't take action and no one 
is required to be there." 


"You can't stop people from getting to- 


gether and talking," added Franke. "But 
practically speaking, they would be bet- 
ter off not doing it outside of a scheduled 
meeting. It looks bad." 


On the other hand, Atty. Anthony Sca-

Hanrahan Trial Could Come After Nov. 7

The trial of Cook County State's Atty. 


Edward V. Hanrahan possibly could be 
delayed until after he seeks reelection 
N'ov. 7, as a result of a five-day delay 
granted Wednesday. 


The continuance until Monday, granted 


by Criminal Court Judge Philip J. Ro- 
miti to Defense Atty. Thomas Sullivan, 
opened the door to possible future delays 
in the trial of Hanrahan and 13 codefen- 
dants. 


The 51-year-old state's attorney and 


the 13 others were indicted by a special 
county grand jury April 21, 1971, on 
charges of conspiring to obstruct justice 
by falsifying evidence following a raid on 
a Black Panther apartment. 


During the raid, which occurred during 


the early morning hours of Dec. 4, 1969, 
two Panthers, state 
chairman Fred 


Hampton and organizer Mark Clark, 
were killed by the raiders who shot their 
way into the apartment on Chicago's 
West Side.

THE POSSIBILITY of further delays 


in the trial arose when Sullivan, repre- 
senting Jalovec, requested a short con- 
tinuance, explaining to the judge he had 
been involved in a lengthy trial in a fed- 
eral court and needed a rest. 


The judge granted the delay, which es- 


tablished a legal point as a major consid- 
eration. 


Jalovec demanded a speedy trial Feb. 


3, which means, under Illinois law, that 
he must be brought to trial within 160 
days — or by July 12. If he was not 
brought to trial within that "term" Jalo- 
vec would have been freed. 


In recent weeks Judge Romiti has de- 


nied requests for continuances by several 
other defense attorneys, presumably be- 
cause if he granted such requests, Jalo- 
vec would have had to be freed. 


By requesting the delay, however, 


Jalovec broke his "term," which will 
start again Monday and run for 160 more 
days — well into December. 


Now it will be up to Judge Romiti to 


decide whether to grant any further con- 
tinuances — to Sullivan or any one of the 
seven other defense attorneys — since he 
is no longer legally bound to bring Jalo- 
vec to trial by July 12. 


THE TRIAL could extend beyond the 


Nov. 7 election date, however, only if the 
attorney representing Sadunas and Kolu- 
drovic is granted a continuance before 
Sept. 3. Those two Chicago policemen de- 
manded a speedy trial March 27, begin- 
ning their 160-day terms which end Sept. 
3. 


While it is not certain if any of the 


defendants will request further continu- 
ances, an indication to that effect was 
made yesterday. At that time Camillo 
Volini, one of Hanrahan's three attor- 
neys, unsuccessfully requested a three- 
week delay, contending he has not yet 
received all the information due him 
from the prosecution. 


The trial, once it begins, is expected to 


last at least two months since the prose- 
cution plans to call some 100 witnesses.

A new, high-speed rail service that will 


give faster parcel post and bulk mail de- 
livery between Chicago and points west to 
the coast begins July 15, the U.S. Postal 
Service announced today. 


The special mail trains will run from 


Chicago to Oakland, Cal., with stops at 
Omaha, Neb.; Cheyenne, Wyo.; Salt 
Lake City, Utah; and Sacramento, Cal 


At these exchange points, other rail 


and truck routes are to provide con- 
necting service to Milwaukee, Wis.: Mm- 
neapolis-St. Paul, Minn.; Denver, Col.; 
Ogden. Utah; Portland, Ore.; and Los 
Angeles, Cal. 


Transit time will be reduced from 71 to 


50 hours on the east bound run, and from 
58 to 50'hours going west.

three-days earlier delivery for 15 per 
cent of the parcel post and bulk mail in 
the area.

But a rec- 
ommendation based on the policy com- 
mittee's work should be forthcoming by 
the end of the year, he said. 


Working with problems of local govern- 


ment in six counties has given Walsh a 
unique opportunity to make a com- 
parative evaluation of Arlington Heights 
village government which formerly he 
saw only from the inside. 


"Frankly, I am more pleased and 


proud of the community now than when I 


• left. My experience has confirmed what I 


previously hoped was the case," he said. 


He cited Arlington Heights' creation of 


a municipal planning department as 
"really quite advanced" among Chicago 
suburbs. 


Planning is one of four specific areas 


of concentration for the Department of 
Local Government Affairs. 


Walsh says he is committed to state 


government 
and part of that com- 


mitment is based on a belief in what he 
calls the integrity of incumbent Gov. 
Ogilvie. 


As a result, he said he would be doing 


a "limited amount" of political cam- 
paigning for the governor this fall.

Male Chauvinism 
A French Term 


CHICAGO (UPI) — As a spinoff of 


their 
movement, 
women's 
liberation 


leaders have given new importance to 
the name of an obscure French soldier. 


"Male 
chauvinism" is a 
borrowed 


phrase stemming from the activities of 
Nicolas Chauvin, who refused to accept 
defeat gracefully 


Chauvin, a much-wounded soldier in 


the army of Napoleon, spent his final 
days either bragging about French vic- 
tories or insisting on avenging defeats. 
Finally, according to Encyclopedia Bnt- 
annica, "chauvinism" became a term 
meaning excessive and unreasonable pa- 
triotism 


Chauvin s military attitude filled a 


void in the French language when, a few 
years after Waterloo, French writers be- 
gan taking a casual view of their nation's 
history. 


HE WAS A native of Rochefort, 
a 


small town in western France whose at- 
tachment to military affairs dated from 
the 9th century, and this may have 
helped account for his belligerent spirit 
Such provincial background well suited 
the character — actually named Chauvin 
— introduced into a number of French 
stage productions which lampooned ex- 
aggerated patriotism 
In a relatively 


short time Chauvm's reputation had 
burst from his neighborhood and was 
spread nationwide 


Thus, about 141 years ago, the French 


began using "chauvinism" and its de- 
rivatives. The word was accepted quick- 
ly into many other languages, although a 
few years later it received a strong chal- 
lenge from an English word — "jingo " 


THIS NEWER word also came from 


the entertainment world — a song popu- 
lar in about 1878 with the refrain: "We 
don't want to fight, yet by jingo if we do 
— We've got the ships, we've got the 
men, — We've got the money too " 


In fact, until rather recently American 


writers seemed to prefer "jingoist" to 
"chauvinist" 
when referring 
to pug- 


nacious patriotism 


Lately the word chauvinist is hurled at 


those considered to be opponents of wom- 
en's liberation.

The mail run makes it clear there are 


more than a few people who were made 
nervous by our comment about the possi- 
bility of lead poisoning arising from stor- 
ing acid-base foods in various types of 
containers Some readers want to know 
what tests they can make at home to be 
sure their jugs or ceramic pots are safe 
to use. That's virtually impossible since 
a test of this kind calls for chemicals 
only a chemist would know how to 
handle. Buying these containers from re- 
liable stores usually is sufficient to as- 
sure safety since there is constant polic- 
ing of such items To be doubly sure, 
foods with an acid base — orange juice, 
for instance — should be stored in glass, 
plastic or plain china containers. 


Deal Dorothy: Certain jewelry makes 


dark stains on my skin. Is there anything 
one can spray on to prevent this7 — Ger- 
aldine M. 


A clear plastic spray is all you need. It 


might be a good idea to use two coats on 
the underside 


Dear Dorothy: I was told that when 


corn on the cob isn't going to be eaten 
right away it should be husked, put in a 
plastic bag. then refrigerated. I read the 
reason for it just recently; that the husks 
mature the corn which in turn converts 
the sugar to staich Removing the husks 
keeps the corn from maturing and it 
stays sweet 


Whatever the scientific reason, follow- 


ing this procedure has worked for us — 
the corn is as sweet as anyone would 
want it' Of course, it'e only kept for two 
or three days before using. — Ina B

Archery, Champion Learns 


NEW YORK (NEA) - Hugh J Shaw, 


36, i ecenlly won the 1972 Bear American 
Indoor Archery Championship in Detroit, 
Mich , making him the top professional 
ai cher in the country 


This was exciting news to his wife and 


to his friends in Wellman, Iowa But it 
haidly caused a ripple anywhere else 
Aicheiy is an unsung sport and Shaw an 
unsung champion 


"We just haven't had the television 


coverage 01 the mass media publicity of 
other sports," says Shaw, a member of 
the Ben Pearson Tournament Archery 
Advisor Staff 
"Most people consider 


archery child's play, rather than an ex- 
citing sport demanding great physical 
skill People would rather watch golfers 
chase a little white ball" 


Golf pi os cam more than archery pros 


too. A top golfer who wins a few major 
tournaments 
can 
earn 
upwards 
of 


$100,000 in a year. An archery pro who 
managed to win all four of the major 
tournaments would rake in $4,000, barely 
enough to cover expenses. 


Yet Shaw, along with some 250 other 


archery pros, annually takes to the road 
to compete in tournaments around the 
country Why' 


"Archery's one of the greatest individ- 


ual sports going," says Shaw "You have 
to stand out there on the line shoulder to 
shoulder with a hundred other archers 
and keep putting arrow after arrow in 
the center of the taiget If you're a lead- 
er, people start gathering around It real- 
ly puts on the pressure " 


America's top professional archer is a 


quiet, unpretentious industrial arts teach- 
er who comes from a rural farming com- 
munity m central Iowa, population 1,000. 


Shaw practices daily on a lange in his 


backyard His workout may include any- 
where fiom I1/; to 4 horns of "ends," 01 
arrows shot five at a time into a three- 
inch diameter taiget placed 20 yards 
away 


"It depends on how I'm shooting," - 


says Shaw "When I'm not doing well, I 
may practice three to four hours at a 
tune for several days in a row 


Shaw originally took up archery eight 


years ago on a dare 


"I was doing some trap shooting at our

local gun club and saw my neighbor, 
Stan Warnei, in the field next door prac 
ticing with his bow and arrow ' he said 
' I walked over and heckled him a bit 
about playing at a kid's sport I'd never 
seen an adult shooting a bow and arrow 
befoie 


Warner, who later won the National 


Field Archeiy Championship for Ben 
Pearson in 1967, handed Shaw the bow 


" You try it' he told me," Shaw said 


' I did, and I couldn t even hit the target 
consistentl} In fact I found it pretty 
tough to pull back the string on Stan's 
bow It had a 42-pound di aw weight 


As in such other sports such as golf, 


skiing and tennis, manufacturers are be- 
ginning to help top compelitors with ex- 
penses Ben Pearson, for example, sup- 
plies Shaw with equipment and matches 
louinament winnings In retuin Shaw 
lests new equipment and gives demon- 
strations and clinics to interest young 
people in getting started m archery. 


Shaw says he hopes to continue shoot- 


ing well for several years 


"Age really isn't a factor in archery," 


Shaw said ' It's maintaining your skill 
level and learning to handle the pressure 
of the big tournaments Many of the top 
shooters are in their 40s George Claus a 
pro from Saginaw, Mich , is in his 60s 
and he can still win tournaments " 


Archery's popularity may change in 


the future, according to Shaw 


'Archery's inclusion in the '72 Olympic 


Games will expose thousands of people to 
archery who have never seen the sport 
before," he said "The last time archery 
was a gold medal sport was in 1924 And 
then it was basically a contest between 
American Indians and Africans "

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Get Ready To Watch Eclipse Monday 


NEW YORK (UPD-A piece of the sun 


will be blacked out throughout the conti- 
nental United States Monday in a partial 
solar eclipse — but it will be more ex- 
citing for scientists than casual sun- 
watchers. 


The casual observers must practice 


safety precautions for viewing the ecl- 


Eclipse Begins 
Here At 2:15 p.m. 


The eclipse of the sun on July 10 


will be visible in Chicago beginning 
at 2.15 p.m. and will last until 4:45 
p.m. 
Maximum darkness will oc- 


cur at 3:28 p.m , when 63.4 per cent 
of the sun will be covered by the 
monn. 


The eclipse in Chicago will not 


affect the light or heat emission of 
the sun enough to be noticeable, 
according 
to

etarium astronomers. 


ipso or run the very real risk of blind- 
ness, but for them there will be none of 
the dramatics of totality, 


The total eclipse will describe a 113- 


mile uitle arc from the Sakhalin Islands 
off northern Japan, the coast of Siberia, 
northern Alaska and across Canada and 
the Maritime provinces. 


All of the United States except Hawaii 


will be in the west-to-east path of a par- 
tial eclipse when the moon comes be- 
tween the sun and the earth. 


"A PARTIAL eclipse isn't very dra- 


matic." 
said Dr. Franklyn Branlcy, 


chairman of the Haydcn Planetarium in 
N'ew York. "As a matter fact, unless you 
knew about it. you'd think it was just 
petting a little dark — a decrease in light 
from the sun. 


"Now 
a total eclipse — that's really an 


awesome sight. There's a gradual dimin- 
ishing of light and increasing darkness. 
Just before totality there's a beautiful 
diamond ring effect. Then totality and — 
bango! — darkness. Not as dark as mid- 
night but pretty darn dark. The chickens 
go to roost, the birds are still, the tem- 
perature drops." 


The scientists, according to Dr. Bran- 


ley, will be looking for some special as- 
pects. 


"There's the planet Vulcan," he said. 


"French astronomers in the 18th century 
said they saw a planet between the Sun 
and Mercury, the planet closest to the 
Sun, Astronomers have been looking for 
it ever since. There was another report 
during the eclipse of March 7, 1970. Some 
astronomers are going to be looking for 
it again, and they'll be photographing the 
area. It could be a comet — comets that 
close in are only visible during an ecl- 
ipse." 


SCIENTISTS ALSO will be checking on 


the shape of the sun's corona — the halo 
that will be visible as the moon blocks 
out the body of the sun. The corona gives 
clues as to the level and location of solar 
activity, according to Dr. Branley, and 
he added that they also will be "looking 
for the precise timing of the approach of 
the moon and covering of the sun to see 
if it checks with computations." 


"They also will be looking for spi- 


cules," he said. "The sun's surface is 
very active, boiling, seething. Explosions 
of hot gases, or spicules, are shot out 
into space and they can sometimes be 
seen during totality." 


The shadow cast by the moon will trav- 


el across the earth at an actual speed of 
2,100 miles an hour. But since the earth's 
rotation will be in the same direction, 
1,040 miles per hour, the shadow's appar- 
ent speed will be 1,060 miles per hour. 


Dr. Branley said that much of the sci- 


entific work this year would be a dress 
rehearsal for next year's eclipse because 
this year's solar blackout would last only 
about two and a half minutes, while the 
1973 eclipse would be about seven min- 
utes. 


"It's 
an interesting thing' about ecl- 


ipses. There are all the preparations and 
astronomers gttting ready, waiting for a 
few precious moments. Then a cloud 
comes in or something goes wrong, a 
gremlin in the camera, and it's all for 
nothing. That's why a lot of research is 
done with rockets." 


FOR 
AMATEUR observes on the 


ground, weather allowing, eclipse watch- 
ing, 
should be done only indirectly — 


such as viewing the sun's reflection in a 
pool of water. A direct viewer can be 
made of two layers of metallic silver 
black and white, NOT color, 
photo- 


graphic film which has been exposed and 


developed. Do not view for prolonged pe- 
riods. 


Robert" Elwood Logan, chief photo- 


grapher for the American Museum of 
Natural history, has these tips for photo- 
graphers of the partial eclipse. 


Do not use the view finder and do not 


use a camera with a focal plane shutter 
without a reflect viewer. Use a tripod. 
Protect the camera lens with a photo 
neutral density filter N.D.5.0. 


In shooting, use Panatomic black-and- 


white film, 1-lOOth second at f-6.3; or 
Plus X Pan, 1-lOOth second at Ml. For 
color use Kodachrome Daylight, 1-lOOth 
second at f-63.

Meat Prices Should Be 
Leveling: Administration 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rising meat 


prices, which have been angering con- 
sumers and scaring politicians, should 
begin to stabilize within "months and 
perhaps 
weeks,'1 Treasury 
Secretary 


George P. Shultz has predicted. 


After a two-hour meeting with execu- 


tives of 15 major retail 
food chains, 


Shultz said the ample supply of cattle 
on the hoof should soon begin working its 
way to the butcher counter and forcing 
down current record high prices. 


President Nixon's action last week to 


allow more foreign beef into the United 
States will also help ease prices, Shultz 
said. "We're talking about months and 
perhaps weeks when we may see the ef- 
fects of this," he added. 


SHULTZ AND other members of the 


Cost of Living Council met with the gro- 
cers in the first of three sessions with 
food industry representatives ordered by 
Nixon to help seek a solution to the con- 


tinuing increase in the American family 
food budget. 


The meeting was short on answers, al- 


though Shultz told the grocers to im- 
prove the efficiency of their workers and 
pay more attention to a "good buys" list 
published by the Agriculture Department 
that stresses good grocery values. 


However, he stopped short of telling 


consumers to cut down on their beef and 
pork purchases and consider alternative, 
cheaper sources of protein such as 
poultry, fish and cheese. 


"THE AMERICAN housewife has got 


to make up her own mind . . . I wouldn't 
presume to tell her," Shultz said. 


Speaking for the grocers, Thomas 


McMaster, chairman of Allied Super- 
markets Inc., Detroit, said the meat 
price crisis stems from the voracious ap- 
petite of Americans for beef and pork 
and the present inability of the system to 
meet that demand.

tion, psychiatrists are trying to under- 
stand what kind of effect our environ- 
ment is having on our behavior. 


Mardi Horowoitz, M.D., a San Fran- 


cisco psychiatrist who is a member o£ a 
special task force assigned by the Ameri- 
can Psychiatric Association to study this 
problem, says he is looking for a com- 
mon language for design engineers, ar- 
chitects, 
environmental 
psychologists, 


clinical psychiatrists and sociologists to 
use in defining some of the problems of 
man's present world. 


"People are talking a great deal about 


pollution," he explained, "and there are 
various kinds of pollution: visual and au- 
ditory as well as the commonly discussed 
air and water pollution. 


"We know there is a continuous level 


of noise — which can be harmful — in 
urban centers. There is a continuous 
noise of the street and the impact noise 
which comes episodically with a plane or 
some boom or the sledge hammers of 
construction. 


"There have been a few findings — 


strange results — of auditory testing," 
he continued. "People are developing di- 
gestive problems from very high vibrato- 
ry levels. In other words it is possible 
that the noise from planes, cars, etc, is 
responsible for disturbances of the diges- 
tive tract. Of course, it has been easy to 
see that loud rock music causes at least 
transitory hearing impairment but this 
idea of intestinal disorder developing 
from exposure to noise is not expectable." 


DR. HOROWITZ explained we are also 


subjected to visual pollution. "There is a 
daily bombardment of visual stimulation 
which comes in the form of billboards, 
signs and a tremendous amount of print: 
newspapers, magazines, books and ad- 
vertising circulars to name some. There 
is also a tremendous velocity of contact 
with other people." 


How much of this environment can 


people screen out? How much over- 
stimulates them? How much of what is 
seen is perceived then registered but not 
processed or finished 
being thought 


about because the next stimulus is upon 
them? 


"People can filter out," Dr. Horowitz 


said, "so they alter their controls or de- 
fenses and don't pay attention to certain 
things. If a person does this — that is if 
he does control or defend himself from 
the visual, auditory and human contact 
bombardment then that person is chang- 
ing the nature of his being. You are a 
different person today because you have 
for the past weeks, months and years 
used those controls and defenses." 


Dr. Horowitz admits very little is 


known about the effects of this filtering 
but he does say human behavior is 
changed because of it and the issue is a 
very important social one. 


"There is a lot of pain and suffering 


inflicted in people by population density 
and the bombardment of overstimulation 
related to overcrowding. There is an un- 
wanted intrusion by other people as well 
as by the environment created by our 
society "
